Declaration Day. 

SUNDAY next is the anniversary of the day on which the British 
Government issued its declaration in favour of the re-establishment 
in Palestine of the National Home for the Jewish people. It is a 

tel Letter Day, a veritable Yout Tob, for the Jewish people, and 
will assuredly be recognised as such for countless generations 
hereafter. The Zionist Organisation has arranged for a series 
of gatherings for this” Day of Jewish National Rejoicing,’ and the 


call it makes upon those whose hearts are in Zion, and whose right 


hands are devoted to its regeneration, will, we have no doubt, be 
enthusiastically responded to. But we hope that the response will 
not stop at mere enthusiasm, at mere speech making, at mere 
* declarationing,”’ or at mere oratory. There is great, serious, solid 
work to be done in order to begin to fit Palestine for becoming the 
Jewish National. Home which the Powers of the earth have deter- 
mined onee again to make it. And that involves inevitably a vast 
expenditure of money, so that the foundations of the future Jewish 
State may be well and truly laid. The Jewish purpose is to make of 
Palestine ultimately a Jewish State—to make of ita country as Jewish 
us England is English. We are sorry that this determination 
appears to flutter, so incontinently, so admirable aman as Dr. ISRAEL 
ABRAHAMS. But when he speaks, as he did on Wednesday night, 
of Mr. JoserpnH COWEN being the dangerous man now, because he 
enunciated the Jewish Nationalist aspiration as we have put it— 
when Dr. ABRAHAMS says that Mr. COWEN is the dangerous man and 
not Dr. WrizMANN. we would remind Dr. ABRAHAMS that Mr. COWEN 
merely repeated almost word for word the very expression which Dr, 
WrIZMANN used months ago in the course of an interview accorded 
him to the Jpwish CHyronicie. Dr. ABRAHAMS apparently is 
attempting to make mischief among Zionists. He will, of course, 
fail. as all the devices of the egregious body whose principles he was 
endeavouring to expound have hitherto failed, and must fail. For it 
has set itself against the main stream of Jewish aspiration drawn 
from the eternal fount of traditional loyalty to the great principles 
which are the very life of the Jewish people, and upon which, as a 
people, it relies for its continued existence, 


Unity not Uniformity. 

THe Council of the Jewish War Memorial—an eminently 
representative body, as a perusal of the list published in 
another column will revealk—has now been chosen, and will 


hold its first meeting next Tuesday. It is to be hoped that 
the promoters will now. go steadily forward with their scheme, 
and lose no’ time in getting it to work. There has been much 
controversy in regafd to certain elements in it, and 
nobody has a right to complain of this. But there would be 
just ground for regret if the Memorial foundered in a_ high 
sea of words; and that fate. we are glad to infer, is certainly 
not in store for it. In a weighty letter, that we print this 
week, Mr. Ceci, H. Kiscu, C.B., offers a suggestion which 
he believes will create the enthusiasm necessary to carry the 
scheme through on a representative basis. In brief, he proposes 
that greater latitude should be allowed to the congregations 
comprised in the United Synagogue, and that they should be granted 
“an enlarged measure of Home Rule.” “ The’ consolidation of 
British Jewry in a union based on Home Rule” is, he thinks, 
“the indispensable foundation of a representative Jewish War 
Memorial "—and, of course, the more representative the Memorial 
the greater its chances of financial success. It is our tirm 
conviction—a conviction we formed long ago and _ quite 
apart from the War Memorial—-that the policy sketched 
by Mr. Kiscu is, in its broad aspect, essential to the future well-being 
of the Community. The rigid lines drawn at present are nog 
respected in practice. There is no universal compliance with the 
demands, or suppored demands, of the ecclesiastical authorities, 
which go much beyond the sine gud non of Traditionalism, even if 
they do not in fact often abuse its true claims while

The Ukraine Terror. 


CHE harrowing tales of Jewish massacres which have come 
from the Ukraine have been received naturally with a deepening 
distress. Even the lurid details sent us do not, it scems. do full 
justice to the extent and horror of the wholesale outrages that have 
been committed in this distracted. part of Russia, and while some 
foolish persons have been crying out that Jews are ruling 
that country, the terrible. truth is that our coreligionists 
have been. passing through a reign of terror, Which, 


only half the reports be true, is wnexampled in its leng 
continuance and unbridled. fe rocity. \ Kurope that has break 
fasted, supped, and dined outrage and suffering for 
the best part of five years is not. perhaps the most sensitive 
tribunal to appeal to in this matter. But we have urged, 
again and again, that the Allies have a «duty from which they cannot 
in honour shrink. They have supplied the arms and munitions 
that necessarily feed those flames of disturbance into which the 
Jew is always fated to fall. But, having done so, and having cast 
the iuel on to the flames, they can hardly stand by and say that it is 
no concern of theirs what internal disorder may arise in the affected 
arers. It is for them, on the contrary, to endeavour at least to see 
that protection to individuals is afforded in the regions to which 
they have sent assistance, 
it is a moral duty. 


They have a moral right, and to enforce 
We observe that the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs (Mr. HARMSWORTH), in answer to a question in Parliament, 
affirmed that investigation has failed to bring any confirmation of 
the pogrom reports. Mr. HarmMswortuH did not give particulars of 
this investigation or state by whom it was carried out; but 
it is certainly surprising to hear of its negative results, having 
regard to the fact that the Ukraine authorities themselves do 
not deny them, and only plead that they have done their best 
to check them. Pogroms, it seems, are the only: things which 
possess the power of being and not being at one and the same time. 
In the circumstances we think that the Government would be well 
advised, and would render a substantial service, if it would accept 
the suggestion of Sir SAMUEL HOARE, and send a representative to 
the Ukraine to inquire imto the facts. 


The Aliens Bill and the Government. 


THe defeat of the Government on the Aliens Bill may be 
ascribable to more than one cause, distinct and apart from that 
miserable measure. But that disappointment with the Ministry’s 
achievements on this aliens question was a real clement in the 
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revolt of the Commons there can be no doubt. The Government 
had taken no steps to moderate the fury of the crusade of the 
alien-hunters and the Jew-baiters, as Colonel Wepawoop called the 


party, of which Mr. BorroML&y and Mr. PeEMBERTON-BILLING are 
the shining lights. If anything, the Government had pandered to 
the evil spirit, and the insensate persons who had taken them at 
their word felt a natural resentment at the discovery that Ministers 
shrank from delivering fall the “goods.” Not for the first time: 
electoral promises had come home to roost. Still, all the material 
for compromise existed in abundance, near to hand. The offending 
amendment could be restored by strengthening the other parts of 
the Bill. The French pitots could be accommodated—at the expense, 
perhaps, of the Russian Jew. The thing is quite simple, and conse- 
crated by tradition. We observe that the Morning Post, with uninten- 
tional facetiousness, attributes what it apparently regards as the 
Government's weakness to the “enormous power” of the Deputies 
of British Jews’ Law and Parliamentary Committee. Only our 
contemporary, with its Jew-obsession, could find in the Government's 
stand for the pilots a symptom of Jewish influence, although the 
“enormous power ™ of the Law and Parliamentary Committee may, 
we think, really be interpreted as a sly jest at the very timid 
and circumspect action in this matter of that body. But if the Bill 
which causes so much«eascontent among the WILDS and the BUTCHERS 
is an outcome of Jewish power, we tremble to think what mis-shapen 
and ill-begotte:r? product of devilry a powerless Jewry would suffer to 
be born. The Government may not quite have gratified all the 
ardent expectations of the anti-foreigner maniacs. But they have 
done enough to sicken the people who still have a regard forthe 
common rights of humenity. 


A Critical World-Position. 


Ir anybody wants to know what can be perpetrated under the 


powers that the Government's antagonists deplore as weak and 
ineffective, let him turn to the-letter which Rabbi Dr. SALts 
DAICHES sends us this week in amplification of one which we printed 
in our last issue from a non-Jewish correspondent (Mr. FRASER), 
Dr. DAICHES describes just what the deportation powers now 
exercised under the Home Office really amount to in practice. 
We do not know what are the reasons, if any, for the 
treatment extended to the victims in this instance. But, uf 
anybody suggests that they can, justify the cruet Tsarist methods 
applied by the authorities, or that anything but disaster to 
British institutions and possible danger to British citizens can 
come of the acclimatisation of such methods on British soil, then 
it is evident that the process of political degradation has gone even 
further than we suspected. It is almost incredible that human 
beings—voung and old—should be handled in the manner described 
by Dr. DAtCHES; that they should be torn from their homes 
and sent adrift—and all behind a veil ‘of official secrecy. 
Deportation, to most of us, is a mere word, But, in actual 
practice, it 1s often worse than a sentence of death—and that 
bentence is passed and carried out by departmental officials. That 
such things should be is surely. as we have said, a sign of moral 
deterioration. It is also a symptom of the grave crisis through 
which the whole Jewish people is now passing. The anti-aliens 
agitation is only one phase of the crisis. Its other aspects are 
to be seen in the profoundly disturbing Continental conditions; 
the active anti-Jewish campaigns in Austria and Germany; 
the violent animosity that mars the new States—Czecho-. 
Slovakia, Poland, and Jugo-Slavia—called to birth by the war for 
freedom; the ugly social prejudices in the United States, and the 
appalling economic outlook of Eastern Jews. Through ignorance. or 
through a desire to close their eves to the real state of affairs. the 
repellent truth ts not, we fear, realised by the genefality of British 
Jewry. jut it is the fact that the war has bequeathed a set of con. 
ditions to the Jewish people which, for sheer gravity, have not been 
excelled in all our long history. And there is a companion fact . 
The Jewish people have no united policy to meet the world crisis. 
International Jewish defence is a myth. 


Turning the Left Cheek. 


A FULL account of the formal inauguration of the Jewish 
Hospital, and of the banquet in celebration of the event, appears in 
our news columns. But we may here underline one or two aspects 
of the movement which have a regrettable opportuneness at the 
present movement. Last week the House of Commons indulged in 
a veritable orgy of contempt and spite against the East End Jews. 
Last Sunday the East End Jews retaliated—by opening a hospita] 
for the cure of the sick of all races and creeds—Gentiles as well as 
Jews. Was ever a more Christian response to an un-Christian 
attack? The second point we would make is, as is pointed out in 
the report, and Was inferentially stressed in the speeches, that the 
community who built this hospital with their daily and. weekly 


pence are the men and women who are reviled as “ undesirables.”

Jews as Bolsheviks. 
Yer another view of the part taken by Jews in Russian 
jolshevism is now available. It is that of the respected spectal 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, Mr. W.S.GOODE(reprinted 
in last week's JEWIsH CHRONICLE), and itis of the sane kind which we 
would have expected from that journal, however little it may be to the 
taste of some of our contemporaries. Mr. Goope tells us frankly that 


he met Jewish Bolshevist officers, and sometimes, among the crowds of 
soldiers who were being moved, he Saw other Jews. On one occasion 
he came across a Jewish Commissary, though none of the staff were 
Jews. But Mr. Goope goes on to say that as his journeys took him, 
through a part of Russia that seethed with troops, “this number 
was striking only by its smallness.” At Moscow, of the eighteen 
Commissaries of the people, only one, Trotsky, is of Jewish blood. 
Mr. Goopr admits that among employees of the Commissariats are 


many Jews, and they are also more often seen in the streets. But 
this he attributes to the education and culture of the Jewish Com. 
munity—" qualities that are of the first importance in the new 


régime "'—and to the fact that the Tsarist persecution made revolu.- 
tionaries of many Jews. But, granted all this, wherever he saw 
Jews. there also. Mr. GoopeE tells us, be saw Russians in immeasur. 
ably greater numbers; and he came to the conclusion that, in all fair- 
ness, the utmost that could be said was that Jews were found officially 
among the Bolshevists in a greater proportion than their race 
bore to the entire population of Russia. “That, however,” ag 
he adds, “is a very. different proposition from the one popularly 
believed that Jew and Bolshevik are convertible terms.” What, in 
brief, this amounts to is that past conditions and Jewish culture 
have given Jews somewhat more prominence in the official 
ranks than their numbers entitle them to. But that is a very 
different thing from marking Bolshevism down as Jewish, and taking 
no account of the opinion of the vast majority of other Jews. 
In point of fact, there are Jewish Bolshevists and non. 
Bolshevisis—just as other races in Russia are divided in their 
sympathies. Any divergence from that simple statement of fact is a 
departure from the truth and a wrong to the Jewish people. We 
cannot refrain from repeating here the regret we expressed last 
week, when publishing the extract from Mr. Goopr’s report, that 
there should have been found prominent Jews in this country who 
allowed themselves to aid and abet an anti-Semitic journal in its 
endeavours to fasten the falsehood that “ Jew and Bolshevik are 
convertible terms” upon their coreligionists. For that was bound 
to be, as in fact it has been, the sole effect of what has come to be 
known as “ the letter of the Ten.” 


Two Celebrations. 

Two ministerial celebrations in London deserve a word of hearty 
congratulation—we refer to the completion of forty years’ service by 
the Rev. H. Davrps as Reader of the Western Synagogue, and of 
twenty-five years’ work by the Rev. COLEMgn Davigs in a similar 
capacity at the Stoke Newington Synagogue. Both these gentlemen, 
in their quiet unobtrusive way, have fulfilled their duty loyally to 
their congregants, and it is a real pleasure to be able publicly to 
testify as much.

My correspondent proceeds, howevcr, to throw out a HeoLOCSLION 
which, if utilised, may help to remedy the present nebulcsity of the 


Scheme. He asks me whether. as a matter of fact. the scheme is not to 


be a sort of Jewish Carnegie Trust, and whether the ftinds are not to be 
devoted to any purpose that may arise where support is necded for any 
movement for the upraising of Judaism and the promotion of the Jawish 
Cause. That is somethirtg of a “formula,” but it could be clinched, so to 
speak, if. as a War Membrial, it were endowed with the name of the man 
who, in the last generation or two, stood precisely in the position which 
such a Trust as my correspondent conceives could fill The late Lord 
Rothschild, to whom we have raised no memorial—-at least, 
death 


since his 
wasin himself a sort of Communal Trust, and the wealth with which 
he had been endowed was always and ever ready to be applied to any 
call that was made upon it for the uplifting of Judaisny in this country 
and for the benefit of the Jewish Cause. It strikes me that the Couneilof 
the War Memorial could do worse than to denominate their Scheme a 
Rothschild Trust “for the upraising of traditional Judaism in this country 
and the promotion and support of the Jewish Cause.” *This, at least, is a 
definite “formula,” as my correspondent calis it, which the manin the street 
would readily understand, and which I venture to think would appeal to 
him infinitely more than the somewhat inconcrete explanations of the 


Great Communal Scheme, which have Intherto been forthcoming. 


Not Mine!

But it does not strike me as particularly “British,” and assuredly it is not 
in any sense “Jewish to responsibility for « ne's offspring certasmy 
it is not ingenuons. For the announcement that heralded the arrival of 
ihe “mewling and puking” addition, showed that its hurses were all 
leaguers as were all its sponsors—most of them official ones- while the 
assurance was given that it should be shielded for ever from any con- 
taminating contact with “foreicn” Jews. Indeedtthe wording of the note 
of auguration proclaiming its birth followed with marked fidelity-—-or 
slavishness—the ipssissina? vwverba of the ‘objects” of the League, as 
advertised when that body was brought into being. 


Of course the trick of the statement lics in the words, “as far as the 
League is concerned,” which means that there is a hypostatic difference 
between the League and the child it so passionately renounces, just as 
there is between tweedilcdum and tweedledee—as tiuch, be it. said, 
and no more. This reminds me of the selemn farce to which in the 
early days of the Zionist Movement the Gentiomen .of the Mahamad 
compelled their Haham. (Their learned spiritual Chief was wont’ to 
address public meetings in furtherance of the Jewish National cause, and 
fearsome lest they should in some way be implicated with an organisa- 
tion that worked for and meant to obtain that for which the Mahamad 
(like the rest of the congrogatiqn) were supposed to pray (though it was 
the last thing they desired), they insisted that Dr. Gaster, before 
indulging any audience (and himself) in his remai:ikable oratory, should 
declare that he was not there as Haham but in his personal capacity of 
Dr. Moses Gaster, The silly subterfuge, as a matior of fact,. proved 
invariably of the utmost use to the then Haham. Tor it served as aa 
excellent joke at which his audience always laughed merrily, and 
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they thus were put at once into good humour--nine-tenths of the battle 
with any platform speaker. | 


Talking—or rather writing this reminds me of an excellent 
mot ascribed to Dr. Weizmann. Tite Zionist leader was once 
asked by someone, who knew of the brilliant work Dr. Weizmann was 
doing in the Government Department which “rules the waves,” what 
he thought about Lord Fisher? “Fisher!” he replied, “well, | would 
say that Fisher is—the Gaster of the Admiralty!” Perhaps the Haham 
will fully justify the analogy by favouring us with a book of /iis 
“Memories.” It would be poignant reading —-employing the term, need- 
less to say, in one of its dictionary meanings: stimulating to the palate. 


“J.D. B." Again. 


The writer in the Westminster Gacctte who, signing as “J.D.B.,” 
evinces so much interest in Jews, has returned to his subject after, it is to 
be hoped, having digested the replies to the question that so puzzles him, 
and upon which he descanted a month ov two ago: “why in this modern 
world the old aminus against the Jews should still be so clearly 
traceable.” The replies referred to, however, do not appear to have satistied 
him, and he complains—or thus excuses himself for venturing a further 
discursus upon the subject-—‘that the authoritative opinions, evoked by 
my lastarticle . . . failed, quite remarkably to solve the problem.” 
Perhaps that gives the key to the whole difficulty. It may well be that 
there is no“ Why” for the animus against the Jews to which he refers, 
and that any search for the“ Why” must prove futile. “J.D. B." would 
not waste his time or thought trying to discover why someone, whoever 
he Was, Was not enamoured of Dr. Fell! 


The Westminster writer himself says much that goes toe prove the 
futility of trying to fix upon the reason forthe animus against Jews, and a 
great deal, too, which points to the fact that there is no reason 
in the animus but just passion, prejudice —anything emotional, 
and nothing that is reasonable. He tells us that the Theosophists 
aave their solution. - It is that the Jews are the remnant of 
the fourth race of mankind the present race being the fifth— 
that they came from Atlantis by way of Egypt, and that. the 
old tradition of the Flood has its foundation in the overwhelming of the 
Atlantean Continent by a creat tidal wave which altered the configuration 
of all the land masses of the western world. The infevence is that we are 
wholly inferior race-—-we of the “fourth” to the world of the fitth.” 
Credat Jud@us is perhaps the best commentary upon this nonsense. but it 
is merely characteristic of the Jewish position that Jews shall at one 
and the same time be pilloried as the remnant of an overwhelmed and 
wiped ont race of mankind on the one hand, and on the other, as being so 
“modern” that their presenec forms a constant tendency te the npsctiing 
of the ancient foundation< of present-day civilisation. 


Our “ Otherness.”’ 

“J.D. B..” however, sets up a little theory of his own, basing it upen 
a book recently issued by that brilliant Zionist. Dr. Schinaryva Levin, and 
the preface to it which that equally brilliant Hebraist, Mr. Leon 
Sitnon, has supplicd. The Westminster writer sees, in the words of Dr. 
Levin and Mr. Simon an “otherness,” which he concludes is symptomatic 
of the Jew, and cohcludes that it is to that “otherness” that the old 
enimus which is directed against our people is to be attribated. But 
surely this is no more than a variant of the nich older discussion, as to 
whether the.chicken first preduced the egg orthe ege the chicken. For 
it is impossible to imagine anything that weuld more surely create an 
“otherness” in any people than an animus. persisted in from age to age. 
It is preeisely beeause mentike Dr. Schmrarya Levin aud Mr. Leon >imon, 
being “happily” sentient Jews, are consctous-and rightfally resentiuLof 
this animus that they evince what “J.D.B." calls the “ otherness.” 

Nor, it seems to me, is “J.D.B.” much happier in his suggestion that 
Jews suffer from the animus which he deplores, because they claiin to be 
kpecially favoured by God. 

“It is one of the Characteristics of Western psychology,” he 
declares, “that we cannot cudure what we regard as a smug assertion 
of some subtle superiority. The boy who makesit is ballied at school, 
and despite the influence of reason, the average adult is only a boy in 
his instinctive reactions,” 

If Jews have this characteristic —and for part rejoice exceedingly to 
know that it is at least not entirely absent in our race-—we surely share 
the characteristic with other peoples. who possess it, not'least among them 
by any means, by Englishmen. For an bh nglishman to upbraid a Jew on 
the score of his nourishing an idea of racial superiority is netbing so 
much as a companion picture to the devil reprovmg sm. But“ J.D.B." is 
evidently not walking upon the earth. If hé is not “up in a balloon as 
the phrase goes, he must somehow be viewing this terrestrial sphere from 
a sort of mental aeroplane. For he tells us-—seriously, presumably, and 
not as a joke—that at this moment’ the spirit of Europe is set towards 
the breaking down of boundaries between race and race,” and that in 
these days “nationalism tends to become less assertive in its claim of 
peculiarity.” Great Scott!

A Reply to Mentor.”

fir,—All that your contributor “ Mentor” writes about Birmingham 
Jewry may be true. As a matter of fact, he has much overdrawn the 
picture, just as he has travestied the reply L gave to the question about 
Sabbath observance. His obvions anti-Birmingham bias ted him to excocd 
the due bounds and overmix his ink with vitriol. 


But where he has certainly erred is in the implication which tuns 


throughout his article--despite a saving clanse at the end —that what he, 
with questionable taste, calls “ Brummagem Judaism” is an exceptional 
state of things peculiar to my congregation. It is, | maintain, a disease 
which has spread throughout Anglo-Jewry: and the pillory he has so 
elaborately constructed for my Community would fit many another. 
The sermons I preached on Yom Kippnr could have been delivered with 
equal applicability in almost any synagogue in this country: and were a 
Conference summoned in any town, the views which would find expression 
would run parallel to the discussion in Birmingham. The drift from 
Judaism may be more marked in an old Community like mine where the 
forces which make for disintegration have been longer at work ; but the 
same forces are operating throughout Anglo-Jewry, and will, inthe carsc 
of time, if unchecked, produce exactly the same results everywhere, The 
condition of the East End of London as depicted in the interview with 
Mr. Salomons, to say nothing of the West End; the Friday evening 
performance and Sabbath matinee which are usually held for Yiddish- 
speaking Jews at the Pavilion Theatre (lam glad toseethat Mr. J, P. Adler 
has set his face against that); the crowding of the picture palaces of High 
town and Chectham, Manchester, and the theatres of Dublin on the Friday 
evening by Jews, especially of foreiga extrac*ion 
the same widespread disease

As for Leeiis, visitors from that city to ny 
synagogue, have congratulate 1 me on the excellence of the attendance as 
compared with that in thew own Great Synagogue! And T hardly think 
that all is well with other Communities which I have not named. 

No, Sir, there is nota Birmingham-Jewish religious problem, but an 
Anglo-Jewish religious probiem: and the purpose of this letter is to call 
attention to the disastrous policy of /aisser aller which has apparently 
been adopted by those in authority. The Ministers’ Conference —the only 
opportunity which provincial ministers in particular had of discussing 
their difficulties and talking over their experiences—has been allowed to 
die. From what I hear, I donbt whether it will ever be revived. It is 
scandalons thatwe -I know that manyof mv colleagues share this view 
shouliihave to grapple -single-handed with the stupendous problems of 
modern Jewish life, without the assistance which can only be derived 
from a representative and authoritative body. Surely the time ts over; 
ripe for an organisation, consisting of clergy and laity, wemen as well ag 
men, to meet periodically, deliberate, and act.

The At:itude of Orthodoxy.

Sir.“ Mentor’s” article on the state of Birmingham Jewry in this 
week's JEWISH CHRONICLE is particularly interesting to the Birmingham 
Jews, because it mirrors the ruling conditions very faithfully and very 
remorscleasly. ‘The charges it makes have the merit-—not always share:! 
by extraneous criticism —-of. being ‘quite trne. The deductions made by 
* Mentor,” however, are untrue and unfair. Phe attitude towards reii 
gious observance, which “Mentor” attributes to Birmingham so exclusively, 
is one adopted by Anglo-Jewry as a body. and if Birmingham's indifference 
stands out it ts merely a question of degree. For this reason, if the clergy 
as a whole view the present state of affairs with alarm —as they must do 
and if the orthodox Jewish press have a sincere desire for a. revival of 
religious fervour in the Community, it would be well for both to enquire 
fyariy and fearlessly into the causes which have led to the present state 
oP affairs. 

For the manner andthe matter of Mr. Harry Mindelsohn's unfortunato 
address at the recent meeting here, the pillorying to which he has been 
subjected is thoroughly deserved. Because sincere and sympath: ti> con- 
sideration is needed for the ideas and the attitude of mind undertying his 
remirks, for he typifies a large and important section of Anpflo-Jewry. 
‘Trained in-early youth and manhvod m the beat traditions of Ju iaianr. 
educated in an English public school, and imbued -with sound ethical 
ideals, he finds himself, op entering man's estate and on-taking upon hir- 
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self the responsibilities of parenthood, entirely out of sympathy with al 
the forms and ceremonies of his religion. He is no better and no worse, 
cither morally, intellectually, or spiritually, than his fathers, bat he has 
been carried along by his association with his fellow-Jews as well as non- 
Jews, and has reached-the attitude of mind when he can noJonger accept 
blindly the teachings and the ceremonials of a religion which has stood 
still for generations and which declines to advance in conformity with the 
spirit of the times. 

What is the remedy preseribed by the clergy and the Press for him 
and his fellows? Is Orthodox Judaism to offer nothing whatever to him’ 
Will it refose to march along the lines of evolution, and to bring its 
practices and ceremonials into line with modern ideas and ideals? 

The attitude of Orthodoxy has hitherto been unyielding and uncom- 
promising. It has said.“ This must you have or nothing.’ Is this the 
spirit which imbues “ Mentor” and the clergy to-day? If so, then let me 
say anite frankly that Orthodox Judaism is doomed to lose thonsands of 
Anglo-Fews Who still have the divine spark in their breasts and who still 
feo! the need for some spiritual outlet. 

if they are prepared to go more than halfway in a frank anid 
noprejudiced discussion of the problenrs facing them, they will suceced 
in creating a revival of spiritual fervonr among a large and. important 
section of Anglo-Jewry.

En passant, 
mav L record the remark of one Birmingham lady when our ministe: 
ecathingly referred in his Yom Kippur sermon to the Jewish housewives’ 
eoncern now davs over the dearness of bacon. She said she thought it 
“very impertinent * of the minister to mention such a thing!

Sik,--I should like to be allowed to offer some observations on the 
principles underlying the proposals for the Jewish War Memorial. This 
will lead me to venture some suggestions regarding fature procedure. 

A Jewish War Memorial, if it is to be representative of British Jewry, 
presupposes the absence of sehism within British Jewry. Unfortunately 
the tendency to schism has grown in recent years, but unless some 
attempt is made to heal the breach, is it possible to arouse the enthusiasm 
necessary to carry the scheme through on a representative basis? 

Now, is not the ultimate cause of the differences within British Jewry 
to be found in the manner in which the United Synagogue 
exercises its authority -and imposes a practically uniform type of religious 
observance on differing congregations—congregations whose members 
have different ideals and different demands in regard to their religious 
expression? From a United Synagogue palpit I recently heard a powerful 
plea fora reformed service more Consonant with modern ideas. Has not 
he time come when the United Syragogue should grant an enlarged 
measure of Home Rule to its constituents? The consolidation of British 
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Jewry in a Union based on Home Rulé seems to me "to be the indispen- 
sable foundation of a representative Jewish War Memorial. 

The development of the ideas suggested above would involve the 
complete overhauling of the constitution of the United Synagogue. The 
enquiry into its working and future organisation should not be a hole-and- 
corner one but as open as possible. All responsible persons desirous of 
tendering their views should have the opportunity of doing so. While the 
enquiry could not be pursued satisfactorily without the co-operation of, or 
possibly without the initiative of, the United Synagogue, the investigation 
should not be conducted by it, but by a Commission more thoroughly 
representative of British Jewry asa whole. On such a body room would 
be found for the spiritual as well as lay readers of the Community. 

Substantial advantage might have been gained if the representative 
Covncil now said to be in formation for the promotion of the Memorial 
scheme had been created at an earlier date, and if the proposed enquiry 
had been held before the scheme was launched, But it is no part of 
these suggestions to delay the carrying out of the Memorial scheme if it 
can possibly be avoided. The object might, I should hope, be achieved if the 
enquiry were undertaken at the same time as the promotion of the scheme, 
and the two movements were co-ordinated. This would imply that the 
details of the scheme would not be regarded as irrevocably fixed pending 
the result of the enquiry, but would be held open to revision, if necessary, 
in the light of its conclusions. By such procedure any delay (if such 
should oceur) in the compiction of the scheme would have its compensa- 
tion in the enlargement of the scope of the appeal, and when men are 
building a house that is to last, a firm foundation is more important than 
speed in construction. What firmer basis could there be for a repre- 
sentative Jewish War Memorial than a Union of British Jewry established 
on the principle of self-determination, and would not a scheme, founded on 
such a basis and designed to maintain it, be assured of success?

SIR STUART SAMUEL 


IN FOLAND. 


WARSAW. 
FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 

The visit of Sir Stuart Samuel has excited much interest in Jewish 
circles. At the various synagogues he has visited the Rabbis have given 
addresses of welcome, in which stress has been laid on the interest that 
Englayd takes in the Jewish people. It is recalled that not only was 
England the first country to make a declaration on the subject of Pales- 
tine, but that many ya@rs ago Sir Moses Montefiore, when President of the 
Deputies of British Jews, stayed in Warsaw on his way to Russia, and 
now England, after the lapse of many years, sends another President of 
that organisation with a message of hope to the Jewish people. On 
another occasion attention was drawn to the fact that England always 
helps and sympathises with the weak. 

The dearth of accommodation is so great in Warsaw, owing to the 
large number of refugees who have come into the city and of the Missions 
now here, that all hotels are full to overflowing. It was only through the 
Government requisitioning rooms that Sir Stuart Samuel- and Capt. 
Wright were able to obtain accommodation. 

During the past week Sir Stuart attended a performance given by 
the inmates of the orphan school here which houses about one hundred 
aml twenty children. These practically do the whole work of the 
orphanage, including the washing and cooking, and attend the municipal 
school for their education. 

THE “J. C.” IN: WARSAW. 

The operations of the Mission have been considerably hanrpered 
through the incidence of the holy days. The position of the Jews in 
Poland is considerably age¢ravated through the fact that they are divided 
into so many parties among themselves, so that no representati 


ve b uly of 
all parties exists.

MR. NEMOYEVSKI’'S REPLY TO SIR STUART AND 
MR. MORGENTHAU, 

The anti-Semitic leader, Mr. Nemoyevski, has issued a reply to Sir 

Stuart Samuel and Mr. Morgenthau, He says thatin spite of their efforts 
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he only sees one solution to the Polish-Jewish problem, namely, the 
emigration of the Jews from Poland. He denies that the relations 
between Poles and Jews only recently became strained. As a matter of 
fact, he states, they were bad for the last five centuries.

Serious Pegrom at Fastov. 
WARSAW 


According toa reportinthe Arershi-Z Lpogrom took place at Fastoy 
(near Kieff) after the retirement Of the Bolsheviks The massacre tasted 


four davs, in the course of wich six hundred Jews were killed, and 
twelve hundred were wounded. Over a hundred businesses were pillaged 
and nearly all Jewish houses and shops were burnt. Many dewsiost thei 
lives at the synagogue, which was set on five though it was crowded with 
people seeking shelter there. 


Another Pogrom at Zhitomir. 
WARSAY 

At the beginning of September, when Petioura’s troops re-accupied 
Zhitomir, the unfortanate Jewish Community again experienced a 
pogrom, but this time energetic measures prevented it from 
assuming very serious dimensions. ‘The peasants attacked the Jews 
in the Sm dlankesubarh, firing in the air, and plundering and beating all 
our coreligionists encountered by thei Most of the Jdewa abandoned 
their houses and all they possessed, and fled to the city. The Mayor, 
Mr. Voronitzin, has succeeded in persuading the General Commissary to 
send troops to suppress the outbreak, but the soldiers returned, stating 


‘that they were ineffective in their attempt to deal with the well-organised 


gangs. The Mayor personally went to the scene of the. rioting, but he 
was unable to induce the peasants to disperse. in his presence rioters 
plundered and murdered Jews. Finally, atthe request of the Mayor and 
the heads of the Jewish Community, a regiment of soldiers was sent 
against the rioters who were compelled to retire. A number of Jews were 
killed and wounded. The material losses were very heavy.

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General Denikin’s Denial. 
Warsaw (F.O.€.) 
Colonel Dologov, the representative of General Denikin in Warsaw, 
has categorically denied statements which had appeared in the Polish 
Press that 26,000 Jews lost their lives in the course of the pogroms 
organised by General Denikin’s troops in the South of Russia. 


The United States and the Pogroms. 


President Wilson has reccived from the American Ambassador in 
Constantinople a telegram describing the horrible situation of the Jewish 
population in South Russia and the Ukraine, and asking urgently for help. 
He states that the pogroms. still continue. 


A Jewish Deputation to General Penikin, 

After the conquest of a large part of the Ukraine and the taking of the 
towns of Charkoff and Odessa by General Denikin, he was waited upon 
by a delegation of Jewish leaders of the Jewish communities in the 
Ukraine, who informed him of the pogroms and of the persecutions suffered 
by the Jewish population. In the memorandum which the dclegates 
handed to him, precise details are given of the number of excesses and of 
the members of Jewish communitios who have suffered at the hands of 
the Voluntary Army and the civil and military authorities. Although they 
received a formal assurance from the General that he would take measures 
to stop the pogroms, the delegates icft Rostoff deeply disappointed, for 
they felt that their reception had been a very cold one. 


Rumania and tie Ukraine Pogroms. 


The Chief Rabhi of Kieff has directed a request to the Rumanian 
Goverment to allow Jewish fugitives who desire to pass over Rumanian 
boundaries in their flight from pogroms’to do so. The Rumanian Minister 
tor Bessarabia received the Rabbi very discourteously, and refused to 
grant the request. The President of the Ministry pronrised te facilitate 
the export of food-staffs for the fugitives, but rejected the proposal to 
allow them to enter old Rumanian territory. 


Jewish Towns Under Fire. 


COPENHAGEN 
large Jewish Comirntnities of Borisov. Novoborisoyv, anc bobruisk 
are undergoing A Severe Crisis. Lhe towns are the scenes of continuous 
heavy fighting between Polish and Bolshevik forces. The latter are 
bombarding the houses, and the population is contined to the cellars. In 
the circumstances, there can be no question of carrying on work or trade, 
and yery little food is obtainable. 


Assault on Jewish Deputies. 
Warsaw F.O.C.) 
beputics Farbstein and Rosenblatt were assaulted at the railway 
station by a mob because they denranded the arrest of two soldiers who 
had resorted to beard-cutting and attacking Jewish passcngers. The mob 


desired to arrest the deputies, but on becoming acquainted with their 


identity it allowed the soldiers to escape and quietly dispersed. The 
deputies informed the President of the Howse and the Minister of the 
Interior of the incident. 


More Beard Cutting in Warsaw.

During-—the Sudccoth VTestival soldiers from Posen renewed their 
attacks on Jews in the streets. Many were beaten, and some had their 
beards torn off.

Arrests of Jews at Tchortkov. 
WARSAW (F.O.C.) 

About fifty members of the Jewish Education Society at Tchortkov 
have been arrested as a result of a libel invented by Christian students. 
Most of the persons detained are teachers and students, aml some are 
under age. The library, which was the property of the seciety, has been 
confiscated. The parents who inquired about the fate of their.children 
were threatened with charges of conspiring against the State. 


A Jewish Protest Day in Poland. 


At the instance of the Zionist Organisation, October 1ltth was 
kept throughout Poland as a Jewish day of protest against the pogromsina 
the Ukraine. 


Jews and Bolshevism. 


The Petrograd organisation of the Communist party has made a 
statistical investigation of the labour movement until the Ist December, 
918. The total number of members of the Bolshevik Organisation 
among the workmen in Petrograd amounted to 124,071. More than sixty 
per cent. of all members of the Bolshevist party are under thirty years of 
age. As regards nationality, they are divided into the following groups: 
Russian 74.2 per cent., Letts 10.5 per cent., Poles 6.3 per cent., Esthonians 
3.7 per cent., Lithuanians 2.6 per cent., Jews 2.6 per cent. It will be 
seen that the Jews form the smallest percentage of Bolahevist workmen.

According to Polish law Dr. Raizes can take 
his seat in Parliament as an ex«leputy for Galicia in the Austrian 
Reichsrath. Hitherto Dr. Naizcsabstained from claiming his seat in view 
of the declaration of neutrality by Jews in the struggle tor the possession of 
Eastern Galicia between the Poles and the Ukrainians. Now, however, 
the triumph of the Potinh view renders such farther tactics on the part of 
our brethren unnecessary. A section of the Polish parliamentary lealers 
and of the Press weleome the arrival of Deputy Raizes, but the majority 
seem hostile to his admission into Parliament in viedw of his Jewish 
Nationalist tendencies. There is opposition to him even among the 
Socialists. The question was sabnutted to a Parliamentary Committee, 
which appointed the anti-Semite, Depaty Lutoslavsky, Reporter on the 
matter. 


Jewish Sciences at Ukrainian University. 


The Ukrainian University in Kamenetz has established a Chair for 
Jewish Sciences. Lectures will be delivered onthe history and literature 
of the Jewish people as also on the Hebrew language. The Professor will 
be appointed by the Government Department for Jewish Affairs. 

The Public Edneation Department of the Ministry for Jewish Affairs 
has completed a Jewish social programme forthe entire Ukrainian territory. 
The programme comprises boarding schools, infant schools, primary 
schools, grammar schools, institutes for teachers, and makes instruction 
in Ukrainian literature, history, and geography compulsory subjects. 


ANTISEMITISM IN GERMANY. 


POLICE PRECAUTIONS AT BERLIN SYNAGOGUES. 
BERLIN [F.O.C.! 

For the first time the High Festivals were awaited by the Berlin Jews 
with a certain fear, and there was relicf when they passed without any- 
thing having occurred, for in Berlin nothing more nor less than pogroms 
was feared. This fear can be understood if one knows the unfettered 
anti-Semitic agitation which is being carried on in the new Germany. 
For months the whole of Germany, but particularly Berlin has been 
flooded with a mass of anti-Semitic leaflets, which sometimes covertly, 
but also openly, invite pogroms. The ramours of anti-Semitic attacks 
on the Holy Days arose simultaneously in Berlin, Frankfort, Munich, 
Hamburg, and other places. They often took the most terrifying forms. 
Thus it was said that the largest Beriin synagogues were mined and 
would be blown up. 

The authorities conducted themselves in every way correctly in the 
circumstances. The Minister of Defence, Noske, was notified of the 
possibility of disturbances, and took precautions that the synagogues 
were adequately protected. It was a remarkable and not altogether 
pleasing sign of the times that everywhere in front of the synagogues stood 
detachments of Berlin police and of the new Military Safety Police, and 
that even during the Services, detectives in plain clothes were present. 
These incidents show clearly the position of the German Jew. It is onthe 
whole only the logical consequence of the general position of Germany. One 
cannot really attribute anti-Semitism to the present Government, in which 
Jews of all parties participate so largely. The two men who to-day have 
most power-—Noske and Erzberger—have long ago given proof of their 
unprejudiced views with regard to the Jews. It is, for instance, almost 
upknown in German Jewish circles that Noske ordered the destruction 
of the material of the Prussian Ministry of War which the notorious 
Colonel von Wriesberg had collected; in order to be able to accuse the Jews of 
having a secret Press. The Jews are blamed by the Reactionary Party for 
the “ bad peace” of Germany, and are hated as the most faithful supporters 
of the revolution. This is far from the truth. Some Jews have certainly 
taken a prominent part in the revolution, and one need mention only such 
names as Eisner, Landauer, and Toller in order to know in how great a 
measure they took part in the German bouleversement. Whoever reads 
their writings knows, however, in how high and pure a conception they 
thought of the revolution, and that they had no share in the terror which 
raged in Munich and other places. But the great mass of the German 
Jews, with the exception of some circles among the younger generation, 
betrayed during the critical time more fear than political foresight. 


ERZBERGER CONDEMNS ANTI-SEMITISM, 


Mr. Erzberger, the well-known member of the German Cabinet, has 
in an interview expressed himself in strong terms on anti-Semitism. “I 
condemn most emphatically,” he said, “the anti-Semitic agitation which 
is at present being organised and carried on in certain circles. My efforts 
in favour of the equality in rights and duties of all citizens of the German 
State compel me to despise to the utmost the consciousless aims and work 
of the anti-Semites. My attitude towards the movement is the clearer as

A striking condemmation of an attempt to bring about official prohibi- 
tion of Shechita in Germany was manifested at the recent annual meeting 
of the National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. A 
motion to this end had been placed on the Agenda, but on the proposition 
of the delegates of the local society at Nuremberg the motion was deleted, 
by an overwhelming majority, without even being debated. 


Impudent Anti-Jew:sh Demands. 
VIENNA 

The German Nationalists. in union with the Christian Socialists, are 
continuing their Anti-Jewish intrigues. The Wiener Stimmer, one of the 
vilest and most bloodthirsty papers—they state that they are working for 
“practical Christianity "suggests that half a million of the Jews in 
Austria should be held as hostages!

In spite of all assurances to the contrary the persecution of the 
Hungarian Jews continues, under the flag of “Christianity and Anti- 
Bolshevism.” The Jews ave still being made responsible for all the nis 
deeds and dark work of the Communists. A resolution was carricd to 
fasten a cross on the House of Parliament symbolising Hungary as a 
“Christian country.” The Food Minister, Ereky, said that a change iiust 
also come in the spirit of the Hungarian banks; the Christian population 
must withdraw their monies from the Jewish bankers, and the Jews must 
be expelled. A mass meeting of the Republican Party was disturbed by 
the Christian Socialists, and free tights ensued between the two parties. The 
Magyars shouted, * Down withtheJews!” Several persons were injure ad, 
and the fighting was only stopped when the Rumanian military and police 
interfered. Count Julius Andrassy, who had always posed as a friend 
of the Jews, said that a big part of the Hungarian nation had 
become hostile to the Jews when it Was seen that they were anti. 
national and revolutionary. This had made the people ail the 
more furious, as the Jews had always been treated splendidly by 
the Hungarians and wight have been expected to remain faithful 
to national ideas. The sad fact is that the Magyar Jews through. 
out the war have been only too chauvinistic, and are now paid back with 
black ingratitude and deep malevolence. At the end of his speech 
Count Andrassy said that the National Assembly would have to regulate 
the relations between Hungarians and Jews. Guarantees must be given 
that there would be no more pogroms and no persecution of innocent 
people. It cannot be denied that Jews played an important part in the 
Hungarian upheaval, but innocent victims have suffered most terribly 
for the crimes of a few wen, who, in spite of their Jewish descent, pro- 
claimed that they were not Jews. There is little likelihood of a change 
in the attitude of Mr. Friedrich, the Premier, who denies that there 
have been organised pogroms, though there have been such ont- 
breaks. It is of great interest to quote what. Dr. Wekerle, formerly 
one of the most liberal of Magyars and one of the greatest 
friends of the Jews, has said. The work of the Jews, it was 
true, would be required in the economic reconstruction of the 
country, and in this connection the Jews could not be spared ; but they 
must not be allowed to take leading positions, and they should be substi- 
tuted gradually. Therefore the sons of the country (viz., the Magyars) 
should turn to practical matters. It is also interesting to quote from an 
official Government paper at Steinamanger: “The Magyars will feel safe 
only after the Jews, who are leading now, are pushed back to the position 
they deserve according to their proportion of the whole population. This 
is honest, more than honest, considering the often traitorous parts the 
Jews played during the time of communism, and which they still play. 
eed hardly point out what this inflammatory language tends to bring 
ut. All democratic and republican meetings are prohibited, Thig 
easure is also largely directed against the Jews, and 1s, of courses 
tended to favour a monarchical reaction.

I—PRAYER FOR THE 


ROYAL FAMILY. 


My Dear Cousin,—The pleasant talks we have had every Friday 
night need not cease because of your absence abroad. We can still 
exchange views, and if the written word takes the place of the word of 
mouth that will only make for clear thinking. At any rate, Iam resolved 
to keep my promise to you to write as often as I am able. 

The subject of our last conversation has been exercising my minda 
goml deal. I have carefully re-read the “Prayer for the King and the 
Royal Family,” and Lagree with you that the time has come forehanging the 
form and wording of this item in the synagogue service. The need for 
the change may be regarded as one of the minor problems of communal] 
and religious reconstruction made necessary by the new conditions in the 
world, We cannot go on as before: a beginning must be made some- 
where; and it seems to me that here have an opportunity. The 
change would shock nobody, and its value would lie in the fact that ig 
would be a sign of life, a pledge of further activity. ‘

We were told that the war was being fought to make the world safe 
for democracy. Despite the muddy re-action round about us, which is 
merely the backwash of the upheaval caused by the war, democracy is in 


the ascendant.. Its position in this country has been considerably 
strengthened, and even in the whilom Central European 
autocracies it is beginning to lift its head and breathe freely, 
Surely prayer should be in accord with the spirit of the age. “The 


Prayer for the King and the Royal Family ” is wholly medieval and feudal 
in tone. It almost suggests the Divine Right of Kings t* Who giveth 
dominion unto princes”). It is too fulsome (‘May he make peoples 
subject to him and make his enemies fall before him”). lt smacks of 
Byzantinism ( May He bless, guard, protect, and help, exalt, magnify, 
and highly aggrandise our Sovereign lord, the King”). It sounds like an 
echo of a Tudor State Paper. Don't you agree that King George, the 
“people's King,” interested in the welfare of the masses, hobnobbing with 
labour leaders as well as with neble lords—don't you think that he him- 
self would welcome a more democratic tone in “ the prayer for the King 
and the Royal Family ”? 

jut this is not all. The concluding portion of the prayer is even 
more out ofaccord with modern conditions, “May the Supreme King of 
Kings put into his heart and into the hearts of all his counsellors 
Rachmanuth to deal kindly with us and with all Israel.” [ am glad to 
note that in Singer (p. 153), this phrase has been varicd to suit our 
own times. But the original form I is still found in many 
Prayer Books, and recited in many congregations. The prayer 
for Rachmanuth is a tragic record among the many living records 
of Jewish History. In the past Jews have had to pray with all their 
souls for Rachmannuth. When they were shut off in ghettoes, 
despised, spat upon, bartered like chattles. burned and~ drowned 
and exiled, they never retaliated; they turned to their Divine Hope and 
begged for Rachmanuth in the heart of kings. The political and socia 
condition of Europe in those days made this necessary. Kings were 
indeed looked upon with paternal regard. You Heine's 
delightful aceount in “Das Buch Le Grand” of the eighteenth century 
monarchs. “When (the people; woke up in the morning they said, 
‘Good morning, Father,’ and the Princes replied, ‘Good morning, dear 
children.’ ”

Under the old régime the ancient form of the wording of this prayer 
when recited in German synagogues did not seem out of place. Where 
the Kuler was an autocrat, where the Legislature was a shadow, where 
men with views different from those favoured by autherity were 
regarded much as the carly English Reformers were looked upon by the 
Government under Wolsey, it was all very well to pray for Rachmanuth. 
Human liberty has fortunately advanced a good deal, and Jews have 
shared in its blessings. To-day we do not ask for pity, nor that kings and 
their counsellors should “deal kindly ” with all Israel. To-day we demand 
only justice and fairness. Vherever Jews dwell they are universally 
admitted to be good citizens. They are made of the stuff which tends to 
raise the standard of citizenship. They are sober and intelligent; they 
cultivate family life; they are energetic and cheerful. Everywhere they 
seek the peace of the city wherein they dwell, and pray for it unto the 
Lord. Nay. more; they not only pray, they labour for it, gladly sharing 
its political and municipal burdens, and contributing to its prosperity. 

It seems to me, therefore, that we ought to pray not merely for “the 
King and the Royal Family ” but also for the State. Toa certain extent 
the version in Singer's Prayer Boek does this. But I much prefer the 


form read at Berkeley Street and also at the Liberal Synagogue. After 
praying God to bless and keep the King, the version continues: “Grant 


the King and his Counsellors wisdom to govern this Empire in accordance 
with Thy Holy Will, so that it may help to set righteousness and justice 
in the earth.”’ But even this is not satisfactory. 

I wonder what form of this prayer has been adopted by the German 
Jews under the present Republic. I wonder whether they have seen a 
form used in Synagogues in the United States. I wish this particutar 
version, with necessary changes, were adopted by us. The wording 
accords with the spirit of the age and with Democracy. The only weak- 
ness of the version is, perhaps, its length. Yet it is not too long. Its 
sentiments are noble. First comes a prayer for the land :— 


Ruler of the Universe! Lord of all things! Who stretchest peace like a river 
and extendest the glory of the peoples like a stream, look down from Thy Holy 
Habitation and bless the land of the United States of America in which we 
dwell. het not violence be heard within it or calamity approach its borders, 


but let its walls be called Peace, and its gates Praise. O, send Thou the rain in 7 


due season and let the earth yield her increase and every tree its fruit. Grant 
peace, welfare and blessing to all the inhabitants of the land: let them dwell in 
safety that none my make them afraid; let their seed be known among the 


’ nations and their offspring among the peoples, and let all who see them recognise 


that Thy blessing is upon them. 


The Heads of the State are next remembered :— 

Bestow Thy abundant goodness on the President and the Vice-President of 
the United States. Let their peace be like a river and their righteousness like 
the waves of the sea. In their days let justice and truth meet together and 
righteousness and peace ki#s each other. Let their honour be great in Thy 
saivation and m Thy strengttr let them greatly rejoice. , 

Local patriotism follows :— 

Send Thy blessing also to the Governor and the Lientenant-Governor of this 
State, and to the Mayor and the Common Couneil of this citv. Teach them the 
good way in which to walk, in order that they may judge al! the people with 
righteousness. Let them all seeand delight in an abundance of peace. 

Almost the same sentiment in regard to the city: 

Send Thy salvation to the city of ———~ and to all its indwellers. 
Spread over them the tabernacle of Thy peace, and remove from them disease 
and plague. Let joy and gladness overtake them, aud sorrow and sighing flee 
away. 

The final passage is a prayer for the House of Israel: 

O merciful Father, answer us, Thy people, the House of Israel, inan accept. 
able hour, and aid us every day. Guide us in Thy great goodness continually, 
and satisfy our soul with plenty, that we may be like a watered garden and like 
a spring of water whose sources never dry up; and may we go from strength 
to strength until the Redeemer comes unto Zion. ° 


This may not be traditional, bu! the sentiments are worthy of ou, 


age, and the phrascology is wholly Biblical. Do you think the Chief 
Rabbi and the Beth Din would move in the matter if they were

Sir,—I fear that, owing tosome omissions, your report of my address a 
the Distribution of Prizes of the Hampstead Synagogue Classes last Sunday 
week may convey 4n erroneous impression as to the views I hold in 
regard to the needful improvements in the field of Jewish education in 
this country. I did not, ¢.g., as your report makes it appear, single out 
the Talmud Torahs as the sole institution which will require improvement 
in certain directions. My reference to this most valued and sound 
educational agency was only part of a general, thongh brief, survey in 
which Ltried to envisage the problem confronting us. Touching upon this 
question, I said: It is maintained that the net of clementary Jewish 


education is much too narrow, and as a corsequence thousands 
of children remain outside of it. There is more particularly 
a starving of the Jewish souls of our bright and promising 
boys and. girls in secondary and public scheols. The quantity 


of instruction in nearly al! cases, and the quality in very many of them, 
leave much to be desired. Hebrew education is still relegated to a very 
subordinate position in the child's curriculum of studles. There is often an 
absence ofthe true Jewish spirit in so-called Jewish denominational schools, 
and no adequate corrective isprovided for the non-Jewish influences sur. 
rounding our children attending general denominational schools and 
colleges. There is a tendency towards oycr-dryness in some of the Tal. 
mud Torahs, aud a leaning to over-wateriness in many of the classes of 
other educational agencies. There is a fast drying up of the supply of 
Jewish teachers and a veritable famine of Jewish religious and educational 
literature for the school and the home. 

I enumerated these aspects of the problem, and expressed the hope 
that not only would the Jewish War Memorial Scheme direct itself to its 
solution, but that an earnest effort would be made in every district to 
grapple at last with this difficult, but at the same time supremely vital, 
question affecting the future well-being of Anglo-Jewry. I shall be thank- 
ful if you will kindly give publicity to this correction.

‘* Judaism as Creed and Life,” by the Rev. Morris Joseph (Routledge), 
has attained the rare distinction for a work on the JewiSh religion of 
reaching a third edition. A fresh perusal of this book, first pub- 
lished in 1903, confirms the highly favourable reception which it 
was accorded on its first appearance. Mr. Joseph is a wise and 
kindly guide and an accomplished writer, and in a graceful and un- 
assuming manner covers a wide range of thought. He handles 
intricate problems with candour and sincerity, and the tone through-. 
out is of deep earnestness, noble aspiration, and genuine fervour, 
Mr. Joseph does not set out to be all things to all men, but he has some- 
thing to say for all men at some times, He appears to have thought of 
something of permanent value to meet varying conditions at different 
periods. There is no side of the subject which seems to be neglected. 
By the width and variety of the knowledge he has brought together and 
by his neat arrangement of matter, he has stamped his work with the 
mark of rare value. The book retains a notable impression of freshness. 
With thoughts of present-day discontents in our mind, if we turn to the 
section on Capital and Labour, we find many an illuminating truth. 
“The payment of the stipulated wage does not discharge the 
employer of all his responsibility; the completion of his work does not 
exhaust the obligation of the servant. The one owes not money only, but 
just treatment to the worker; the other owes not work only, but just 
treatment to the master. Inthe one case the payment must be fair ; 
in the other the work must be honest. . . . If juster relations more 
generally prevailed between master and servant to-day, if employer and 
workman were animated by greater good feeling towards each other, and 
formed a clearer conception of the identity of their respective interests, 
the cause of industrial peace and of national prosperity would be the 
gainer” (pp. 413, 414, 417). There is a passage, too, relating to Peace, 
which might have been specially written in reference to the problems 
that now confront us “after the Great War.

‘* A Schoolmaster as Idealist”: 


Scme Additions and Corrections. | 
From Mr. H. E. SALOMONS, 54, Fountayne Road, N. 16. 
‘TO THE EDITOR. | 

SIR,— I should like to rectify some errors and fill in some omissions 
which occur in the “Interview” as reported in last week's JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. First as to errors: 

(a) There are about 1,500 children (not 500) at Lower Chapman Street 
L.C.C. School, and about 75 per cent. of these are Jewish. 

(0) Of the 6,000 children between the ages of 7 and 14 who are attend- 
ing the senior departments of schools in St. George's, I reckon that 3,500 
(not 2,500), do at some time or other get some religious education, and 
the remainder, about 2,500, roughly 40 per cent., are not attending any 
religion classes at all. 

ic) Under the heading of J.R.E.B., five Superintendents (not 6) 
recently resigned; but as I was responsible for two sets of classes six 
schools became vacant. 

Now as to omissions:—No account of St. George’s could possibly be 
complete without the mention of Miss Hannah Hyam. When I first came 
there she was the only social worker, and practically “mothered ” the 
whole neighbourhood. 

She constituted in herself, and still does, a care committee, and there 
is no doubt that the band of helpers she gathered round her and trained, 
anticipated the care committees now so highly esteemed by the L.C.C. 
Further: the name of Mrs. Basil Henriques should have been coupled 
with that of her husband. 

The lack of co-operation among the Jewish social workers in the East 
End calls for attention. Jewish managers of schools and religion classes, 
care committee and club workers, ministers and teachers should have the 
opportunity of meeting each other at stated times during the year to 
discuss all matters connected with the welfare of the children in their 
charge. 

A small intlnential executive of the experienced workers should be 
elected, 

It should be able to deal with all difficulties placed before them, the 
younger helpers could be advised, trained, and allocated, suggestions for 
improvements could be considered, and all would be encouraged by 
mutual help and sympathetic interest.

From Mr. L. LESSER, Chairman, Berner Old Boys’ Club. 
TO THE EDITOR. 

Sirn,--As one who has spent his lifetime in the district of St. George's, 
I can fully endorse nearly all that Mr. H. FE. Salomons has said in the 
interview reported in last Friday's issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Where I must, however, disagree with him is in the last portion of his 
contribution. Regarding the “problem of — adolescents,” he states: 
“Beyond the work of Mr. Basil Henriques and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade 
nothing is being done in St. George's.” . wonld establish clubs 
for young people at every available school, where they could have pleasant 
recreation, etc.” These statements he has evidently made in ignorance 
of the fact of the existence of the Berner Old Boys’ Club and similar 
clubs. That such clubs can do good is proved by the record that our 
club holds, particulars of which have periodically appeared in your 
columns, and in the report which will be given at the forthcoming annual 
general meeting to be held on Thursday evening of this week. 

Mr. Salomons goes on to plead “for greater use being made of the 
L.C.C. schools,” but here again I contend, wi h all due respect to him, he 
is absolutely ignorant of the true state of affairs in this respect--I speak 
from our experience in obtaining full facilities from the L.C.C. for the 
development of the work which has been undertaken. We should be pre- 
pared to accept all the L.C.C. offered us in providing the necessary 
accommodation for our club as it will soon be established, with the return 
of all our members from the Forces, but, unfortunately, we here find the 
dificulty, which I fear may ultimately have very serious consequences on 
the future of this club. To put the position briefly, it is this. Just before 
the outbreak of the war a few fellows formed the Berner Old Boys’ Club, 
membership ef which was confined to past scholars of the Berner Street 
School. Despite the great difficulties encountered by the periodical loss 
of individuals volunteering for war service, we progressed to a remarkable 
degree without outside help, monetary or otherwise, our principles being 
self-support and self-government. Now, on the return of our many 
ex-service members (among whom we count a V.C.—Issy Smith), to whom 
the club means so much, we find We are deprived of the facilities we were 
granted until recently, although these were none too full. Our position 
now is becoming precarious, for if we cannot continue to progress, which 
is our club’s natural procedure, we must gradually but certainly cease to 
exist, and thus will end an institution—the result of the efforts of some 
young coreligionists out to do their share of communal social work.

The Jewish Education of Girls. 
From Mr. MAURICE SOLOMONS, 7, Oakley Square, N.W. 1. 
TO THE EDITOR. | 

Sirn,—I very much regret to note that the Schoolmaster Idealist, 
“interviewed” in your last issue, advocates leaving the Jewish education 
of the girls to the Jewish Religious Education Board, his criticism of 
which body is shared by not a few. 

For an ordinary citizen to imply that what is not good enough for 
Jewish boys is quite good enough for Jewish. girls in the educational 
sphere is simply a reactionary attitude; for a Jew to do soreveals a state 
of mind that is mediwval. The work of the Talmud Torah for girls, held 
in the Redman’s. Road L.C.C. School—carried on heroically with insuffi- 
cient resources—shows conclusively that Jewish girls respond splendidly 
to the best education that modern Hebrew and modern methods can 
afford. This Talmud Torah, by the way, is the only one tomy knowledge 
that set out to utilise the better surroundings provided by the L.C.C. 
school buildings. 

Mr. Salomons’ principal remedy for the state of affairs he discloses, 
appears painfully inadequate and inconsequential. Even the provision of 
a training centre for Jewish teachers, as distinct from teachers of Judaisin, 
will not avail very much, For by their general lack of interest in the 
problems of Jewish education, these worthies lead one to conclude that 
they are not to be expected to function as teachers, as distinct from, say, 
salaried officials. This attitude of indifference seems also to apply to 
the pedagogues without sinecure, the Hebrew teachers not of English 
training. These last, apparently, meet once or so every two or three years 
to elect a new President, and then they subside into a further period of 
quarrelless oblivion. 

As an interested layman, I look forward to the extension of self-help 
to solve the problems of educating Jewishly the masses of Jewish children. 
The friendly society embodiment of charity begun at home has been 
followed at long last (in London, at least) by the Jewish Hospital. The 
Convalescent Home is on the way. In the near future, perhaps the 
spiritual endeavour will follow the physical. Indeed, it sprouted with 
the provision of services on Holy Days; the turn of the children is to come. 

The great majority of the children now without Jewish education are 
the offspring of members of one friendly society or another. The 
friendly societies assembled in council might seek to emulate the example 
of non-Jewish trade unions, friendly and co-operative societies in helping 
on the education of their young members. For the Jewish bodies the 
truly creative labour of educating their own future member in the 
meaning of Jewish life, history, and ideals, lies waiting at hand. 
By the simple process of adequate subsidy, the Jewish Friendly Society 
movement could raise Jewish education from being, as now, a passing 
hobby of “slummers.” And it is for Jewish and Hebrew teachers to step 
forward, joined together as one body, and offer to organise these real com. 
munal schools. The status of both would gain immeasurably, while the 
effect upon Jewish boys and girls, thus linked in an educational bond with 
their elders, could only be of the most beneficial nature.

SirR,—I have read with great interest the interview with Mr. H. E. 
Salomons, and in my opinion his remarks touch the root of the problem, 
which I, who have been associated with him for many years, both at the 
London County Council day school and the Jewish Religious Education 
Board classes, know he has very much at heart. 

Personally, as a reponsible teacher of the London County Council 
evening institutes in Stepney and St. George's, | may claim to special 
experience on the question of adolescents. Let me say that I fully 
endorse his remarks on the condition of the young people of the district. 

| was lately in charge of the Stepney Juvenile Unemployment Centre, 
and my experience there convinced me of the need for other channels of 
recreation than those now supplied by the picture palaces, dancing halls, 
etc. I realised that under proper guidance the roughest elements could 
be attracted and made to appreciate such efforts as those outlined in the 
interview. 

Briefly put, what Mr. Salomons suggests are ‘‘adult recreation 
centres.’ 

The evening institutes only get now a very small percentage of the 
adolescents of the district because of the formal character of the studies 
pursued there. 

Perhaps his scheme would attract the rest, and would ultimately 
induce the young people to come under the influence of the London 
County Council evening institute organisation.

REV. HERMANN DAVIDS (WESTERN SYNAGOGUE). 


A large congregation assembled on Sunday at the Western Synagogue: 
Alfred Place, to do honour to the Rev. Hermann Davids, the veteran 
Chazan, on the completion of forty years’ ministration. A _ presenta- 
tion was made, which consisted of a beautifully illuminated address and 
a testimonial from the members of the congregation, and, in addition, a 
handsome silver goblet from the London Chazanim. Mrs. Davids was 
presented with a beautiful gold wristlet watch from the congregation. 

The Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER read the address, which states in 
part :—- 

Ou the occasion of the fortieth anniversary of your appointment as First 
Reader of the Western Synagogue, the congregation tender to you our heartiest 
congratulations on that event, and desire to mark our appreciation of the many 
valuable services you have rendered to our synagogue Tavion this long period, 
and beg your acceptance of this address as a token of the deep affection, esteem, 
and regard in which you are held by all our’ members and by the Jewish com- 
munity at large. Your never-failing tact and courtesy have endeared you to us 
all, whilst your contributions to the music of our synagogue have made your 
name a household word in many congregations. It is our earnest hope that the 
Divine blessing may be bestowed upon you and your family, so that you may 
continue the work of your high office in good health and happiness. 

A letter was read from the Rev. L. Canter (a former minister of the 
Congregation) regretting his inability to be present at that function, and 
stating that for fourteen years he had worked in harmony and concord 
with Mr. Davids, who was a most conscientious worker, a faithful leader 
in prayer, and animated by the highest ideals of a Jewish minister. 

In making the presentation, Alderman 8. PHILLIPs (Chairman of the 
Testimonial Committee) tendered to the rev. gentleman the congregation’ s 
heartiest congratulations on the attainment of his seventy-second birthday. 
He endorsed the beautiful sentiments expressed in the address, and 
sincerely hoped that the Almighty would continue to grant to Mr. Davids 
the blessings of good health. 

Mr. J. ULLMANN (President) said that both he and his late father 
were deeply attached to Mr. Davids. He could not speak too highly of the 
good work and the many acts of charity performed by their esteemed 
friend, and of his great devotion to the service of the synagogue. 

The Rev. H. DAVIDS, in accepting the gifts, said that he was proud to 
know that his services had been appreciated, although he had only done 
his duty. His work had always been a labourof love. He prayed for the 
welfare of the Congregation in whose service he hoped to continue with 


the Almighty’s blessing. He thanked his colleague (the Rev. G. Fried 
lander) for the interest he took-in connection with the testimonial. 


and expressed his thanks to Mr. Ullmann for all his kindness and con. 
sideration, to the members of the Committee, and to Alderman Phillips, 
the Chairman of the Testimonial Committee. 

Rabbi Prof. Dr. H. GOLLANCZ said that there were three reasons 
why he was present: To show his great respect for their President 
(Mr. Ullmann): his bigh regard for their Minister (Mr. Friedlander) for 
his many years of devotion to study and literature: and to join in the 
glorious encomiums of their Chazan. Forty years were a long span of 
life, and to have gained the love and affection of his congregants during 
that period proved that Mr. Davids had had a most successful ministration. 

Mr. A. TANNENBAUM moved, and Mr. J. ULLMANN seconded, a vote of 
thanks to Alderman Phillips for initiating the testimonial. 

Mr. PHILLIPS briefly replied. 

uring the proceedings the Rev. H. Davids sang a composition of his 
own (dedicated to Mr. 8S. Ullmann, the late warden). Mrs. Gerald Friedlander 
accompanied on the organ, which has been erected in the Synagogue for 
the purpose of weddings and special services. 

Subsequently to the presentation in the Synagogue, the Rev. H. and 
Mrs. Davids held a reception at their residence, 58, Gordon Square. There 
was a large attendance. 

MR. DAVIDS’ CAREER. 


The Rev. H. Davids was born at Warsaw on October 25th, 1847. 
Having in his youth developed a great taste for music and given promise 
that he would possess an exceptionally good voice, it was decided to 
send him to Milan to complete his studies for opera or oratorio. But in 
obedience to the wishes of his.parents he relinquished the project, and 
decided to adopt the vocation of Chazan. For this purpose he went to 
Vienna, where he came under the influence of the famous Cantor, 
Professor Sulzer. Mr. Davids’ first appointment as Chazan wasat Breslau, 
where he remained five years. He then became Chazan at Sheffield, and, 
after two years of office, he became a candidate for similar posts in Leeds 
and London (the Western Synagogue, Haymarket). He was elected to both 
positions, but chose the one in the Metropolis, which he has held ever since, 
notwithstanding tempting offers from America to sing in oratorio, and 


from Petrograd to become Cantor at the Synagogue there. Mr. Davidsisa 


prolific composer of Synagogue music, among his compositions being Mogen 
Dovid” (only the first instalment of which, dealing with the Friday evening 
service, has so far been published), “ Lecho Dodie”; Psalm Ixi. (written 
for the celebration of Queen Victoria's Jubilee} ; and “ El Molei Rachamim ” 
(for the memorial service on the day of Queen Victoria’s funeral). He 
has also composed new music for the coming consecration of the syna- 
gogue ; Psalm cxxvii. (for the ceremony of the laying of the foundation 
stone of the present synagogue), and Mizmor Lesodo.” When “The 
Merchant of Venice” was produced a few years ago at His Majesty's 
Theatre, Mr. Davids, at the request of the late Sir Herbert Tree, com- 
posed the incidental music for the synagogue scene, and the fact was 
recorded on the programme. Mr. Davids’ services were again sought 
by Sir Herbert for the production of “Joseph and His Brethren.” The 
famous actor-manager frequently attended the services at the Western 
Synagogue, which was within a stone’s throw of his theatre. 


REV. COLEMAN DAVIES (STOKE NEWINGTON). 

The members of the Stoke Newington Synagogue on Sunday presented 
their Reader and Secretary, the Rey. C. Davies, with an illuminated 
address and testimonial, in celebration of his silver wedding and his 
completion of twenty-five years’ service in the congregation. The hall 
of the North London Jewish Club, Amhurst Road, was crowded. 

The address “ places on permanent record our appreciation of the excellent 
manner in which you have filled the dual offices of Chazan and Secretary 
throughout the long period. You have been most faithful to your calling, and 
have always performed your task with ability, zeal, and true devotion. We 
heartily congratulate you on the double event, and pray that you may be long 
spared in our midst to continue those services to our congregation which have 
helped to establish a flourishing constituent of the United Synagogue.” 

Mr. I. L. ScHEIPR, Warden, who presided, said that it had been 
proved times out of number that every congregation had the officials it 


deserved ; and if a congregation were fortunate enough in having (as Stoke 
Newington had) officials to whom they could look with respect, it might 
be taken for granted that there was not much wrong with the congrega- 
tion. Three years ago they had been privileged to do honour to their 
Minister, Rabbi Cohen, and now a similar occasion in the career of their 
Chazan occurred. When Mr. Davies came to them theirs was a small 
congregation. They had now been for sixteen years a constituent of the 
United Synagogue, and Mr. Davies had shown himself a most accomplished 
official of the larger institution. One reason of his success was sincerity 
oe reading of the services was plain, impressive, rendered from the 
reart. 

Rabbi H. COHEN paid an enthusiastic tribute to the thoroughness and 
reliability of his colleague, and his devotion to the synagogue. . 

Mr. JOSEPH JACOBS made the presentation. 

The Rev. COLEMAN DAVIBbS, in responding, said that he was one of the 
most fortunate of officials in possessing such excellent honorary officers 
and Board of Management. He thanked the Testimonial Cammittee for 
their whole-hearted endeavours. 

The Rev. J. L. GEFFEN, one of a large number of Metropolitan 
Chazanim who attended, testified to the great respect in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Davies are held by their colleagues. 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK expressed the great pleasure it gave him to be 
present. Thanks were accorded the Chairman, on the motion of Mr. 
HARRIS GOODMAN, seconded by Mr. LESLIE JACOBS (brother of Mrs. Davies) 
who had journeyed from Wales.

Sir,—An interesting ceremony will take place next Sunday, November 
2nd, at No. 1, Roseford Terrace, Shepherd’s Bush, when a Hostel in 
connection with Charcroft House, for unmarried mothers and their babies, 
will be opened by Lady Rothschild, President of the Jewish Association 
for the Protection of Girls"and Women, and> consecrated by the Chief 
Rabbi. 

It is the first and only attempt on the part of the Jewish Community 
to shelter the unmarried mothers under thezsame roof and in close touch 
with their infants, in what may be called an Institution or more properly 


speaking—a Home. Itis believed, and [think with truth, that the materna 


feelings, so often repressed when the girls are parted from their children at 
a very tender age, may thus be aroused and kept alive (we of the Jewish 
people are indeed well-known for the strength of our parental affections) and 
that the daily care they have to give their little ones, should naturally 
influence their own characters, and, therefore, their future actions. The 
very helplessness of the infants, and their dependence upon their mothers 

poor young girls, often more sinned against than sinning—is bound fo 
awaken, except in the most hardened, a spirit of unselfish devotion and a 
desire to work for the future welfare of the child. 

And in these days, when child-life has become more than ever a 
valuable asset to the nation, it is surely a patriotic work to save the 
children, by bringing them into healthy and cheerful surroundings, and 
under the watchful care of accapable Matron. 

Visitors will be cordially welcomed at the opening ceremony ; and 
may we express the hope that many will show their interest in the future 
success of the hostel, not only by their presence on that occasion, but

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Anti-Semitism in Hungary. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


DR. L. HADEN GUEST, M.C. 


AJOR L. HADEN GUEST, son-in-law of the late Col. 

A. E. W. Goldsmid, recently returned from Budapest. 

whither he had been on a mission of investigation as 

Medical Secretary of the “Save the Children” Fund, an 

organisation which is engaged on relief work among the starving 

children of Central Euro,e. During his stay in the Hungarian 

4 capital Dr. Guest was impressed with 

the virulence of the anti-Semitism pre. 

vailing there, and he has communicated 

his views to a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

“DOWN WITH THE JEWS.” 

Dr. Guest brings back a terrible picture 
of the economic conditions at present 
prevailing in Hungary. “~My mission,” 
he said, “led me to inspect a large 
number of schoels and hospitals, , and 
| found the condition of the children 
to be very bad. None of them are 
properly nourished, and no less than 25 
per cent. of the vounger children are 
suffering from rickets. Unless promrt 
measures are taken, this means chat 
these children will grow up as per 
manently deformed dwarfs. The Jews 
are certain to suffer more than the rest 
of the population, because they are so cordially detested in Budapest 
at the present time owing to the fact that they are identified 
with the Communists. . The main political cry which is popular with 
all parties at present is,’ Down with the Jews! The’ present 
Government is definitely anti-Semitic, and is taking steps to clear 
Jews out of all posts of importance in the Government, the universi 
ties and the schools. An organisation, known as ‘The Awakened 
Hungarians, picketed the University on the opening day of the 
present term and demanded baptismal certificates from all students 
presenting themselves. All who could not produce these certificates 
were excluded. Moreover, nearly all the Jewish Professors were 
turned out. This led to the closing of the University.” 

JEWS AS COMMUNISTS. 

Asked whether there was any justification of the identification 
of the Jews of the communist regime, Dr. Guest rephed: 

“A great many Jews were Ministers under the Communist Govern. 
ment, but the feeling against the Jews 1s not against them as such but 
merely as members of a different nation. The vartous nationalities 
hate each other with an extraordinary intensity reaching to frenzy. 
The Austrians hate the Hungarians, and the Hungarians hate Czecho 
Slovaks. and so on. Nationalism is a disease. Before the war there 
was not any anti-Semitism to speak of in Hungary. The frontiers were 
always open to the Jews, and when war broke out a great many Jews 
flocked into Hungary from the oppressed regions, resulting in a 
great increase in the Jewish population of Budapest, which probably 
now numbers half a million souls. It is alleged against the Jews 
that they were responsible for the “Red Terror, But the * Red 
Terror’ was a mild affair compared with the “ White Terror’ which 
is responsible for ten times as many atrocities.” 

A CHANGE OF VALUES. 

Dr. Guest emphasised the fact that the war has brought about 
a great change in the conditions in Central Europe. 

“One cannot go over there,” he said, “ without realising that 
the whole outlook on life has changed, that political and moral values 
ure not the same. There is no long tradition of democracy, and the 
people do not understand what democracy means. The economic 
and social organisation has broken down, and in spite of the exist- 
ence of great resources in the country affairs reached such a pass 
that in the third week in September Budapest was unable to supply 
bread for six days to 375,000 of its population. There was absolutely 
no reserve of potatoes and eggs, and there were only eigsteen tons 
of meat instead of the normal reserve of 900 tons. In such condi- 
tions the germ of anti-Semitism has a good chance of breeding. 
It was quite a common thing to hear in conversation that the only 
solution of the Jewish question was a wholesale pogrom. The 
British and American authorities did their best to counteract this 
movement. But one cannot be in Budapest half an hour without 
being impressed by the fact that anti-Semitism dominates the place.” 

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS OF THE JEWS. 

Dr. Guest said that the economic condition of the Jews was not 
altogether bad. 

“The Jews,” he said, “ occupy high positions in the professional 
and business worlds quite out of proportion to their numbers. But 
there is a very large population of poor Jews who have come in 
from the war areas as refugees. These are living in squalor, but 
there is no special Jewish problem in this respect. The real Jewish 
problem is the hatred of the Jews. There is something devilish 
and uncivilised about it. It takes one back to the Dark Ages.”

THE ABRAHAMIC BLESSING. 


* Now the Lord said unto Abraham, * Get thee out of thy country, and from thy 


_ kindred, and from thy father’s house, unto the land that I will show thee. And 1 will 


make of thee a qreat nation, and T will bless thee, and make thy name qreat; and be 
thou a blessing.”’—Genesia rii.. 1, 2. 

It has often been noted that the divine revelation to Abraham, recorded 
in the opening verses of this week's Parsha, follows immediately upon the 
announcement of the death of his parent, Terah. Just when he felt most 
desolate, and in greatest need of comfort and friendship, God appears to 
the patriarch, ant declares Himself to be his friend and guide. “ For 
though my father and mother have forsaken me, the Lord will take me 
up” (Psalm xxvii., 10). This Heavenly Friend and Guide will lead him 
into an unknown country, and not only bless him and his descendants, but 
will help him and them to become a blessing to others. It is the desire 
of every good man that he may earn the esteem, love, and gratitude 
of his fellow-men by the benefits he labours to confer on them- 
There is no greater blessing than the knowledge that one is a blessing to 
sut the first promise assured to Abraham is that he himself shall 
be blessed. When men speak of the divine blessing, more often than not 
their thoughts are fixed upon riches, honour, and the other gifts of fortune. 
All the good things of earth that we enjoy are indeed so many blessings 
from above. Butthey are not the only blessings with which the Heavenly 
Father manifests His love for His creatures. If they were, how many of 


others. 


the best and noblest of mankind wonld remain unblest and unendowed! 
If they were, how shall we account for the numbers of people who 
possess everything this world offers, and are yet manifestly unblest ? 
They themselves will assure you they are most unhappy. They cannot 
count their possessions, they have ever so much more than they need, 
their name has been made great, their reputation has become world-wide, 
but they apparently have lost the power of enjoyment. Like Esau of 
old, they complainingly ask: “ Hast thou only one kind of blessing, my 
Heavenly Father?” So we are led to ask, what is 
THAT HIGHER BLESSING 
that Heaven has in reserve for us, and in which all other blessings are 
included’ Who is the man who is thus blessed of the Lord’ The 
answer to this question will be found in the 24th Psalm:." He that hath 
clean hands and a pure heart, who hath not lifted up his soul to vanity: 
por sworn deceitfully—he shall receive a blessing from the Lord, and 
righteousness from the God of his salvation.” The conditions of the 
Divine blessing aré a pure life, a life free from vanity, deceit, and false- 
hood. Such a life will be truly blest, whatever outward circumstances of 
gol or evil fortune may surround it. Kut no life is blest for its own sake 
alone. It has to extend its blessing to others: How can we become a 
blessing to others?’ The Priestly Benediction, that describes the many 
ways in which God blesses us, suggests how we, in our turn, should pass on 
that blessing to others:-—" The Lord bless thee and preserve thee; the 
Lord cause His face to shine upon thee and be gracious unto thee: the 
Lord lift up His countenance upon thee, and grant thee peace.” (1). God 
blesses us, in the first instance, by sustaining us.. Heis our protector and 
vuardian. Henee the duty that devolves on us to become the protectors, 
the guardians, the benefactors of our fellow-men. The old commentators 
understood the first clause of the Priestly Benediction to refer to material 
blessings. Well! if we are to merit this kind of blessing from above we 
may learn from these words what it becomes us to do. It becomes us to 
protect others from physical want, to deliver them from poverty, to come 
to their aid in the embarrassment of broken fortunes, to relieve their 
cares and anxieties, to lighten their troubles. By assisting those who 
stand in need of assistance, and helping them to regain something of their 
former independence and peace of mind, we become a blessing to 
our fellow-creatures, we stand to them in the relation of visible 
representatives of the divine goodness. The tears we have dried, the 
lonely hearts we have comforted, are the blessings we have scattered on 
our way through life. Such blessings emanate from those who have 
“clean hands and a pure heart, and have not lifted up their soul to vanity.” 
The grasping, selfish hand is not a clean hand, the hard heart is not a 
pure heart. To give oneself up to vanity is to fail to realise that one’s life 
is meant to be a blessing to others. The man who surrenders his soul to 
vanity is under the delusion that all he possesses is meant for his own 
personal enjoyment. And such a one is guilty of what the Psalmist calls

The opening of the Jewish Hospital is an event in Anglo-Jewish 
history which assumes greater importance thanwhen regarded merely 
from the point of view of the addition of an excellent communal 
institution to those already in existence. To be sure, from that 
aspect, the opening of the Hospital is of first-class importance, 
because there has been an undoubted demand for a Jewish Hospital, 
as those belonging to the class which is most likely to benefit from 
its ministrations have proved beyond question or cavil. The Jewish 
Hospital has been built upon the pence of the poor. Brick by brick 
it has been reared through the devotion, the zeal, and the energy of 
the Jewish proletariat. There is no gainsaving the fact that it is the 
crying need for a Jewish Hospital, for a hospital which shall be 
Jewish and not strange in its surroundings and in its personne/, that 
has brought tothe altar of the enterprise the labour of love which 
the poor, in the East End mainly. 
have given to the project.

calculated to commend itself as medicine to the Jew? We were told 
that the Jewish Hospital would create anti-Semitism. Yet Lord 
Rothschild, the son and successor in the peerege of the great and 
noble soul who uttered that mistaken view, said on Sunday, and 
repeated on Tuesday, that he had been led to champion the move. 
ment, and give it force by his energetic presence, just because he 
believes, as the poor people who initiated the movement saw thirteen 
vears ago, that the Jewish Hospital may be a means of removing one 
of the excuses for anti-Semitic feeling in the East End of London. 
We were threatened thirteen years ago with the hostility of the 
general hospitals. We were told that if there was a Jewish 
Hospital the other hospitals would close their doors to Jews 
and tell them to go to their own healing place.

(when it is fully developed) in helping the general hospitals in many 
special cases, and that Guy's Hospital particularly has done its 
utmost to support the Jewish enterprise. Finally, we were assured

But the event which was cele- “—~ 
brated during the week—on Sun- 
day by the formal opening of the 
building, and on Tuesday by the 
Festival Dinner at the Savoy 
Hotel—really means much more 
for Anglo-Jewry.

“deceitful swearing.” For he refuses to recognise his flesh and blood, he 
denies the claims they make upon his natural sympathies, he declares in 
effect that those who are bound to him by ties of human kinship are 
physically and morally unrelated to him. But earthly gifts are 
NOT THE ONLY BLESSINGS 

Man does not live by bread alone. The second Glause of the Priestly 
Benediction —‘the Lord cause His face to shine upon thee "suggests 
those spiritual blessings that we may confer upon others by bringing into 
their lives the divine light of knowledge and wisdom and the fear of the 
Lord. We read a few verses later on how Abraham shed this light about 
him as he travelled through Canaan and journeyed southward: “ There 
he built an altar, and called on the name of the Lord” (v. 8). The father 
of the Jewish people spread the knowledge of God wherever he went. 
Even in Haran. we are told, he and Sarah “won souls to God” (vy. 5). 
There are many well-meaning people who are lacking in the power of 
jmagination to perceive the importance of this second kind of blessing. 
They will generously contribute to charities for the support of the body, 
but the cause of education and religion, and in particular of religious 


‘education, does not make any appeal to them. 


Though they are 
Community, they cannot be brought to 
educating the children of their Community 
They fail to that the promotion of 
religious education is the highest service they can confer on their 
kind. For whatis the value of all human possessions upon which the 
light of God does not shine’ God's blessing descends upon him who is 
pure of heart. To spread this purity of heart among others, to strengthen 
them in virtue by teaching and moral. example is surely the highest 
benefit we can render. In thus blessing others we ourselves assume the 
role of priests and messengers of the Lord of hosts. The third clause of 
the benediction refers to peace. We become a bleysing to mankind by 
helping to promote peace among our fellows. In the following chapter 
(xiii. 8) we read of Abraham's efforts in this direction. Would that we, 
his descendants, spoke more often in so conciliatory a strain! Whata 
happier Community we should be! What a happier world, in which men

poorest of the poor of them, who with the earnings of their sweat and 
their blood, have succeeding in making the beginnings of a great 
healing palace, which will be Jewish, but which in the beneficent 
work which it does, will know no discrimination in respect to creed, 
or faith, or race, and to the portals of which the only “ open sesame "’ 
will be a need of the healing art. 

It was men and women like these alien Jews and Jewesses from 
the East End, who formed some seventy-five or eighty per cent of 
the company at the banquet on Tuesday evening. It would have 
been good if some of those English gentlemen from the House of 
Commons further down the Embankment could have come and seen 
the men and the women they are so fond of maligning, there assembled 
—if they could have observed the lusty enthusiasm with which 
these “ disloyal,” “ Bolshevist,’ East End alien Jews sang God Save 
the King; could have noted their personal appearance, their dress, 
their manner, their behaviour, and their conduct—as faultless and 
commendable as that of any gathering in any banqueting hall in 
the West End of the town. The sight must have shamed even a 
Bottomley or a Pemberton-Billing, a Ronald McNeill or a Wild— 
shamed them for the outrageous libels which these men have been 
so recklessly uttering in the House of Commons these last few days. 

It has been observed that seventy-five or eighty per cent. of 
those who gathered beneath the genial chairmanship of Lord 
Rothschild on Tuesday night belonged to the East of London rather 
than to the West. Those who purport to lead the community were 
conspicuous by the paucity of their representation. Of.the officers 
of the Deputies of British Jews (we do not forget that Sir Stuart 
Samuel is in Warsaw), Lord Rothschild was alone. The Chief 
Rabbi, as was natural and fitting, was present as he had been 
at the opening ceremony, and he spoke on each occasion in 
splendid support of the scheme. Of the rest of the Ministry, 
the Rev. A. A. Green was there alone; perhaps he was a host in him. 
self, but still his presence was no less significant than the absence of 
all his colleagues. And there was another notable absence. 
Looking around the banqueting tables, one could descry no more 
than some two or three among the diners who were identified with 
the Zionist Movement, and perhaps only one who can be said ever 
to have been in-the public mind a prominent worker in that cause. 
And yet the Jewish Hospital movement must prove a great instru- 
ment in strengthening and enriching that consciousness withou} 
which the Zionist Movement could not have come into existence, 
and which, if it ever fail Jews altogether, must cause the Zionist 
Movement to wither and perish. The Jewish Hospital, too, by its 
encouraging a branch of Jewish science, and Jewish learning—the 
Jewish healing art—is surely aJewish nationalising agent—as surely 
so—allowing for difference of range—as a Jewish University. Yet 
Zionists Were as conspicuous by theirabsence as were Assimilationists. 
It is a strange phenomenon, and one that needs attention and correc- 
tion. Because if Zionism concentrates itself upon, and confines 
itself to, Palestine and the Jewish work there, it will inevitably miss 
abig measure of its true mission. The Jewish problem ‘is not one 
of Palestine only or one only in respect to its Jews. It is one also 
for the Diaspora and for the Jews who therein do dwell. And wise 
Zionism will recognise that fact and act accordingly. 

IN the presence of a large gathering on Sunday, Lord Rothschild 
opened the out-patients’ department of the London Jewish Hospital, 
Stepney Green. The proceedings began with the singing of Baruch 
Haba and Ma Tobu by a boys’ choir. 

LORD ROTHSCHILD, who was greeted with loud @heers, said that the 
opening of only the out-patients’ department might appear on the surface 
rather peculiar because generally, when a hospital was opened, the whole 
building was inexistence. But he thought that that ceremony would serve 
to prove that the hospital had been started and bronght into existence 
entirely by the efforts of the people in the neighbourhood, poor people who 
had not been able to expend large sums on a big building, [but had 
gradually, by their pennies and their sixpences, promoted that scheme 
and had only slowly been able to evolve it from nothingness. 
That building was really a people’s work. It had been started to meet 
the wishes of their brethren in that neighbourhood, for they had always 
felt that owing to certain difficulties of language and religion, even though 
the big hospitals had established Jewish wards for tending their sick and 
had given every possible care and attention and kindness, there was some- 
thing that was missing in the opinion of the patients who were forced by 
accident or illness to enter those institutions. It was felt by them, not 
that there was not sufficient care or kindness, but that there was some- 
which their religious sentiment made them feel was lacking. Whenever 
there was anything in Jewish circumstances that called for improvement 
their people were always ready to rise to the occasion and supply the want. 
(Cheers). He assured them that it was with intense pleasure that he was 
present among them, and he felt extremely honoured at having been 
asked to open that building which was a proof of the intense love of their 
people for the weak, the sick, and the helpless. (Cheers.) He had the 
very greatest pleasure in declaring the building open. (Cheers). 

Mr. 1. BERLINER, on behalf of the Council of the Hospital, asked Lord 
Rothschild’s acceptance of a gold key as a souvenir of the occasion. 

The key, which was suitably inscribed, was handed to Lord Rothschild 
by a little girl, Beatrice Flaum, who was stated to be the youngest 
collector on behalf of the hospital. 

THE CHIEF RABBI. 


The CHIEF RABBI, in the course of an address, pointed out the sacred- 
ness of the event which they were celebrating. Charity, according to the 
Rabbis, was one of the pillars of the world, and scholars had stated that 
the earliest hospital known was in Jerusalem, and the hospital was one 
of the great contributions of the Jew to humanity. The Hebrew word 
for hospital was hekdash, the sanctuary for healing being as highly 


esteemed as the mikdash, the sanctuary for prayer. A Jewish hospital 
was no new idea in London, for he learnt from the history of the London 
Hospital that as long ago as 1747, the Committee of that institution were 


approached by the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation 
with a request to be supplied with particulars of the management of the 
hospital, as it was proposed to found a similar institution for the 
Jewish Community, and the “ Beth Holim ” was established in that year. 
He fully acknowledged the services rendered by the general hospitals and 
by those benefactors who had established Jewish wards. The existence 
of these wards was no argument against a Jewish hospital, which could 
supply a Jewish atmosphere and Jewish physicians in attendance. 
There were Jewish hospitals everywhere on the Continent and in 
America, and although some of the so-called Jewish hospitals in the 
States, illiberal in their liberalism, did not meet Jewish requirements, 
there were others run on thoroughly Jewish lines founded by the people 
for the people. They were great centres of social service and loving 
kindness, and he hoped this would be a feature of their institution. 
(Cheers.) He admired charity institutions which were run on scientific 
lines, provided they were not too scientific. (Laughter.) He liked 
scientific charities if the rachmanuth were left in. That building 
was a monument of Jewish self-help, and proved that’ the 
poor Jews could emancipate themselves from benefactors. They would 
love that institution all the more because it was their own, and not given 
to them as a benefaction. He prayed that the Divine blessing might rest 
on the institution, that those who worked onits behalf might be rewarded, 


and that those who entered within its portals might be healed by Him. 


Who was a true and faithful Physician. (Cheers.) 
THE MEMBER FOR WHITECHAPEL. 

Mr. J. D. KILey, M.P., who was accorded an enthusiastic reception (an 
echo, doubtless, of his speech in the course of the Aliens Bill debate in the 
House of Commons), said that his pleasure at being present was perhaps a 
little reduced by the fact that he was not accompanied by some of his col- 
leagues of the House of Commons, especially some of those who had distin- 
guished themselves by participating in what he might call an anti-alien 
“stunt,” an action founded upon ignorance. They had little idea of what 
went on in their own country; otherwisethey would not have taken the steps 
they had done. If they had had the privilege of knowing of an institution 
with which Lord Rothschild’s family was so closely associated--the Jews’ 
Free School in Bell Lane, of which he was proud to be a manager--they 
would see that the walls were plastered with the names of over 1,000 old 
hboys-aliens, sons of aliens, or grandchildren of aliens—who, when this 
country needed men, went forward and won rank and honour and 
distinction in fighting and dying for this country. (Cheers.) He wished, 
too, that his anti-alien friends knew of that wonderful institution 
for looking after the Jewish poor and needy (the Jewish Board 
of Guardians). or could have been present that afternoon at that function 
and learnt what was contemplated to provide for their sick and ailing. 
So long as they cultivated the gift of charity, and worked on behalf of the 
poor and suffering, they need not fear anti-alien “stunts,” as they would 
have the support of all decent people. He wished the Hospital a great 
and prosperous future. (Cheers.) 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEVY. in moving a vote of thanks to Lord Rothschild, 
said the Hospital was intended not to supplant but to supplement the 
work of the general hospitals. They would be contributing to national 
needs by adding to the available hospital accommodation, which was 
insufficient. He did not think funds would be diverted from other hos 
pitals. The Jewish Hospital appealed so much to their people that they 
gave to the institution funds that would not in the ordinary course be 
devoted to any hospital purpose. They had now in course of erection 
buildings to accommodate twenty-one beds, and they hoped thereafter to 
have accommodation for fifty or sixty beds. To build the entire block 
would cost about £50,000. During the few months they had been in 
working order, the attendances of patients had been remarkably heavy. 
In forty-eight working days they had had over 4,000 attendances. During 
this period their financial support had been highly satisfactory. These 
two facts pointed to a highly prosperous future for the Hospital. (Cheers). 

LORD ROTHSCHILD, in acknowledging the vote, tendered his thanks for 
the gift of a key, which he said would serve always to remind him to try 
and gain the key to all Jewish hearts. (Cheers.) He emphasised the 
importance of furthering the scientific work of the Hospital, which would 
improve its value as a charity by enabling them to find fresh means of 
bringing healing to future generations. He again assured them that it 
was with immense pleasure that he had taken part in the ceremony. 

The proceedings conciuded with the singing of Matikvah and the 
National Anthem.

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing “Success to the Hospital,” said that he 
considered the Hospital deserved to succeed very much more than many 
other great institutions because, while the great bulk of charitable institu- 
tions owed their inception and culmination to one man, ora few men, 
the London Jewish Hospital owed its inception and culmination— 
though not completed it was in working order—to the efforts of the 
main body of the Jewish people, to the exertions and sacrifices of the 
great mass of the Jewish people of the metropolis. For a charitable 
institution to succeed it was necessary for it to have the roots of its 
support widespread throughout the people and not confined to the few, 
because accidents could always happen to the few, but.if the support of 
an institution was universal it Was on a much more permanent foundation, 


This hospital had been started and brought to its present state by the pennies 


and shillings of the poor as well as the larger sums of the more well-to-do, 
but it was essentially an institution started by the people for the people. 
As a democratic institution it was much more in tune with the sentiments 
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that pervaded the world at the present time than many a much more 
prominent and advertising institution. In asking them to drink to the 
success of the Hospital, he was asking them to toast not an exotic growth 
but the efforts of their own selves in order to alleviate the sufferitg 
of the sick and injured among them. If the efforts continued which 
had so brilliantly culminated in what they were met to celebrate, 
he was sure that the Hospital would flourish and be a centre not 
not only of healing, but of those scientific studies which would lead to 
the alleviation of suffering in generations to come. All that was needed 
to make the Hospital such an undertaking was universal sympathy, and 


if that sympathy and loving kindness were forthcoming the institution 
would flourish and bloom. (Cheers.) 


Mr. I. BERLINER, who was loudly cheered on rising to respond to the 
toast, expressed his pleasure at seeing such a large gathering, with 
Lord Rothschild at its head, and including the Chief Rabbi and 
Mr. Kiley, M.P., assembled to wish success to the Hospital. The first 
meeting to inaugurate the movement thirteen years ago had also 
been held at the Savoy Hotel, not the one near Charing Cross, but one near 
the Morgan Street Marketin the EastEnd. Hereferred to their early dis- 
couragements, over which they had triumphed until the Hospital had 
become a permanent factor in the life of the Community. He said that 
the Hospital was not started because of prejudice against other hospitals. 
Every hospital in London had aided them in the best possible way, and 
they were very grateful. He hoped they would be able to return the 
compliment, as they would make no distinction between Jew and Gentile 
among their patients. He invited people to visit the hospital and see the 
hard work of the doctors and nurses. It was unfortunate that they had 
to turn 50 to 100 out-patients away every day from lack of room. They 
were now building two wards of 21 beds, ¥ for women and 12 for men, and 
they required £50,000 to complete the front block. The entire Hospital 
would have accomodation for 120 beds, but he would be pleased if they 
secured the £50,000 Which they immediately required. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN proposed “ The Medical Staff.” He said he de- 
sired to take advantage of the presence of Mr. Kileyto say, in view of what 
had transpired in Parliament, that the best friends of England were those 
who recognised that the strength of this country lay in its tolerance and 
large heartedness, and its enemies were those who flouted the great 
principles of humanity which had made England the mother country and 
protector of the oppressed and the home ofthe free. (Cheers.) The Hospital 
would depend, equally with the philanthropic spirit behind it, on the 
efficiency of its management, and everything centred upon the 
medical staff. The Jews had provided some of the greatest doctors 
as they had provided some of the most ready patients. He had 
recently called upon an eminent nerve specialist who refused 
to take a fee, saying “I live upon the nerves of your community.” 
(Laughter). On the medical staff of the Hospital they had some of the 
finest products of the old Jewish tradition, a combination of medicine, 
science, and Jewish spirit. He hoped one day to see a Jewish medical 
school attached to the Hospital. One piece of advice he felt tempted to 
give the medical staff. If they wanted to gain the confidence of their 
patients they must give medicine that had plenty of taste and plenty of 
colour. (Laughter.) He coupled with the toast the name of Dr. Burnford, 
the Senior Physician. 

Dr. BURNFORD, in his reply, said that for some reason certain Jewish 
doctors had held aloof from their movement, but he hoped the time would 
come when, instead of being invited to join the staff, they would ask to 
be made members of it. (Cheers.) He hoped that the Hospital would 
make its own traditions, and he claimed that the staff were animated by 
- the right spirit. He emplhasised the fact that the Hospital would not 
interfere with the work of local practitioners and would not countenance 
any abuse of hospital facilities. He hoped the institution would be able 
to do much in spreading right notions of hygiene. He hoped they would 


have a convalescent home attached to the Hospital, and urged that the 
funds should be provided to enable the medical staff to make the best use 
of their opportunities. 

Mr. HENRY WOLFF proposed “The Guests,” and said he hoped that on 
the next occasion they met, they would be the hosts. He acknowledged 
the value of the work of their lady helpers, and said that if the Hospital 
had been importunate, it had been a successful beggar. He told a story 
of a schnorrer who was rebuked for his mode of reproach, and he retorted : 
“You may know all about manners, but I know all about schnorring.” 
(Laughter). 

he Cuter RABBI, who replied, quoted Lord Rothschild’s reference 
on Sunday to the key to open Jewish hearts, and said that his Lordship 
had succeeded, he hoped, in opening Jewish pockets as well. He hoped 
that there would be many who would become life governors of the 
Hospital and namers of beds and wards. The old friends of the Hospital 
had had the courage to defy discouragement. The new friends would do 
their best for the institution. (Cheers.) 

Dr. ANGHEL GASTER proposed the toast of “The Chairman.” He 
referred to the interest taken by the Rothschild family in the Hospital 
Movement generally, and if they had at first held aloof from their own 
movement, being jealous for the good name of the Community, they were 
proud that Lord Rothschild had now become President. (Cheers.) 

Lord ROTHSCHILD, in reply, said that the reason his father and him- 
self had at first held aloof from the movement was because they thought 
—wrongly he now realised—that it was a separatist movement, and 
would tend to emphasise the differences that divided them from their 
fellow-countrymen. He had become convinced that it was not a separatist 
movement, but was intended to relieve the anxiety and trouble which 
certain unfortunate brethren of our faith experienced when they could 
not explain their troubles to the officials of other institutions. He had 
great pleasure in being connected with the movement now, and he hoped 
the institution would flourish. (Cheers.) 

A large number of contributions were announced. 

An excellent musical programme was interspersed in the proceedings.

Sergt. Charles Isaacs, late Royal Army Ordnance Corps, has been 


awarded the Meritorious Service Medal, for valuable services rendered in 
connection with the British Forces in North Russia. 

VISITATION OF JEWISH GRAVES IN THE WAR AREAS. 

Parents and relatives are advised not to visit the battlefields abroad 
without first ascertaining whether the urave of the deceased soldier has 
been officially registered and marked by a Jewish Memorial. This infor- 
mation can be obtained on application to the Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.0., 
38, Hallam Street, London, W.1, who is in direct touch with the Imperial 
War Graves Comission. 

In the Exhibition of War Memorials now open at the Royal Academy, 
a specimen of Headstone to be erected over the graves of Jewish Soldiers 
is shown. In addition to the name and regimental details of the deceased, 
there is room at the foot for an inscription consisting of not more than 
sixty-six letters which can be selected by the next of kin. On the speci- 
men stone are inscribed the words, * The Lord hath given, the Lord hath 
taken away,” and the Memorial is marked by the sign of the Shield of 
David with the Hebrew letters “3 ¥'2'A written in the centre. The 
Authorities have found themselves unable to accept the proposal that 
has been madé@ that the names of degeased Jewish Soldiers should be 
written in Hebrew characters.

The Decline of Jewish Home L ‘fe. 


IN the course cf a recent sermon at the Hammersmith Synagogue, the 
Rev. 5. Lipson dealt with the subject of Jewish home life. He said: The 
times are marked by acdecay of the sanctities of family life which we 
cannot view without alarm and condemnation. Our family life has under- 
gone of late profound changes. It has suffered grave deterioration, has 
contracted vices, taken on stains totally foreign to the Jewish spirit and 
teachings. The age in which we liye appears to be having a shaking effect 
upon all the hallowed relationships which made the home at once our 
strength and solace. We cannot regard its disintegration without distress. 
It is the gravest of all menaces to our continuity. With deep concern we 
view the relaxation of high religions endeavour on the part of families 
with exalted traditions. They have become like branches detached from 
a noble tree, and, faithless to their memorials, are depriving their descen- 
dants of a tremendous moral and social force. The fundamentals of life 
we receive as children. Whatever beliefs or opinions we acquire in later 
years, they are subordinated in an extraordinary degree to our primary 
conceptions and impressions. Blessed indeed are the children whose 
spiritual patrimony has been enriched by careful instruction, and 
strengthened by wise example. The father and mother who nourish the 
soul of their child with vigorous traditions, are giving more than silver and 
gold. They are directing their child's soul into paths noble and serene, 
as well as establishing the permanence of their own life in the heart of 
their child long after their bodies have perished in the grave. Build 
great temples and nature will begin at once to raze them to the dust, but 
work on the lives of children, fill them with great principles of action, 
with the fear of wrong, and the love of right, and you engrave on those 
tablets something which no time will ever eradicate, and no changing 
centuries ever efface.

“Children of the Ghetto.”

A great deal of animated discussion has been generated as to the 
fidelity to type of the Shylock of a distinguished Yiddish actor. Whilst 
the Shylock of our gifted histrion has pleased some, it has gripped 
others with unpleasant intensity. They discern in him the Jew in his 
most repellent, unloveliest attitudes. Indeed, one critic has bluntly 
assured his readers that in the light of this newest portrayal of the 
Shakespearean character it is possible to understand (thongh by no means 
to condone) the recurrence of the pogrom! But what shall the critics 
say when offered chapter and verse for the assertion that Shylock rightly 
is nota Jew”? Picture the versatile Mr. Moscovitch on the horns of this 
quaint dilemma, unconsciously aiding and abetting Shakespeare in a 
centuries-old fabrication ! 


Let us note the facts as they are offered by Mr. Maurice Packard, 
a New York Professor of Clinical Medicine. The learned doctor, fortified 
by references as varied as they are fascinating. alleges that Shakespeare 
limned Shylock under a distinct misapprehension. The prototype of the 
‘rasping Jew was, as a fact, a Christian named Secchi, “ who actually did 
wager a pound of his own flesh against the thousand scudiof a Jew named 
Antonius.” Subsequently the wager was declared void by Pope Pius 
Sextus V. Legend, so it seems, reversed the characters, with what result 
we are fully aware. In the light of these revelations—and I have a 
suspicion that a similar discovery has been registered in the course of the 
past decade—it is not difficult to realise the unmerited injustice and 
misunderstanding inflicted on the Jew at the hands of the Bard of Avon. 
Dr. Packard asserts, with delicious vehemence, that Shylock is not true 
to Jewish type. Let us then take heart of grace, for “The Jew that 
Shakespeare drew " is no more Jewish in thought, spirit, and humanity 
than the boisterous Punch whose belabouring of Judy infused endless joy 
into our childhood days. |

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THE ALIENS BILL. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.-—Monpay. 

In the Housé of Commons on Monday, Mr. Bonar Law. on behalf of 
the Government, announced that, in consequence of the Conference held 
between the Government and the leading anti-Alieo members headed by 
Mr. Horatio Bottomley, M.P., an arrangement had been come to whereby 
the hostile vote of Thursday last, defeating the Government amendment 
(which would allow alien pilots in certain circumstances to earry on their 
vocation in English waters) should be reversed, and the Government 
amendment passed. This the House proceeded to agiec to. 

In the course of the discussion, it. became, cvident that the Govern- 
ment had obtained this concession by giving way to the anti-aliens and 
agreeing to make more drastic the clauses dealing with the deportation of 
aliens from this country. Col. WEbG@WOOD said: 

This affair had been beautifully stage-managed. But what was 
the quid, pro quo for. the acquiescence of the alien hunters? The 
Government had raised their embargo on Clauses 7 and 8 relating to 
the deportation of aliens. That was what the alien hunters and 
Jow baiters had been pressing for, and they had now got their 
way. This Bill dishonourea the Euglish name. It was a Bill that 
history would hold up as an example of what was done in the way 
uf panic legislation by English gentlemen after the war. The Govern. 
ment might have considered the alternative of dropping the Bill 
altogether. They could have left the Jew-baiters yapping. They 
would always come to heel because they dared not face the country. 
Major BARNES observed that “the measure went against the whole 

policy that was launche d to save the civilised world, the policy of the 
League of Nations.’ 


THE DEPUTIES AND THE ALIENS. 
A “MORNING POST” COMMENT. 

On Saturday, the Morning Post contained a leading article in reference 
to the proceedings in Parliament on the Aliens Bill, in which it said: 

We notice that the Law and Parliamentary Committee of the Jewish 

‘Board of Deputies has been lobbying hard against this Bill. Their enormous 
eins we recognise; it is very clearly seen in the attitude of the Government. 
Nevertheless, we venture to suggest that British Jews, even in their own 
interests, are wrong in thus esponsing the cause of aliens. Ten of the most 
pronvinent of the British Jews were recently forced to protest in our columns 
against the Boishevism of the Jewish Press; that Bolshevism, we believe, is not 
native tothe British Jew, who has certainly no cause to complain of h is treat- 
ment in this country. But it is manifest in the great congregati ion of Eastern 
Jews which has swarmed of jate years intothis country and is working in accord 
with the Bolshevist Jews of Russia. We have abundant te stimony that at 
every Botshevist demonstration a large part of the demonstrators are Jewish. 
And the defeat of the Government may be taken as a sign that although alobby- 
ing committee of powerful Jews may influence a Government to ‘relax its pre- 
cautions, in the end the results of this mistaken weakness will récoil upon the 
heads of its instigators. 

Commenting on the foregoing, the Jewish World says: What the 
Morning Post complains of, in terms so absurd and minatory, is precisely 
that the Deputies of British Jews did not adopt what we are (virtually 
authoritatively) assured was the policy which Mr. Anthony de Rothschild 
urged upon them in the speech Mr. N. Laski tried to explain away. 
“Captain Anthony de Rothschild and Mr, Laski, two honorary officers of 
the Board” we are told—aund Mr. Laski will now appreciate the value of 
his kindly-meant interposition-——" warned the Deputies against the risk of 
confusing ‘aliens,’ a national term, with ‘Jews,’ a religious term.” 
In other words, the Aliens Bill is no concern of the Deputies, which 
Should confine itself to matters specifically labelled “ Jewish,” or, in the 
language of the Morning Post, it is not in the interest of Jews to espouse 
the catse of the aliens. Mr. Laurie Magnus will not repudiate the explana- 
tion of Mr. Anthony de Rothschild’s observations at the Deputies, which 
we have quoted, nor the words themselves; whiie his relations to the 
Morning Post need not be recalied. Is tnere any need further to prove the 

Cuan?”

THE DEPORTATION OF ALIENS: 


Some Terrible Details. 

From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES, 6, Millerfield Place, Edinburgh. 
TO THE EDITOR. | 

Sim,—Your readers will feel very grateful to Mr. R. S. Fraser for the 
dignified and courageous letter which he contributed to your columns of 
jast week on the subject of the “* Deportation of Polish Jews." The 
cases he mentions are known to me to be very sad ones, and the Ccm- 
munity ought to know what is happening. If nothing can be done to 
juterfere with the power of the Home Office officials in deporting these 
aliens, something could at least be done to rouse the conscience of the 
British public or the British members of Parliament with reference to 
the methods employed in dealing w ith these unfortunate men. 

Allow me, Sir, to give you a few particulars of four cases that came 
under my observation in the course of last week. Two of these cases 
are evidently the same as those referred to by Mr. Fraser in his letter. 

The facts I have elucidated will speak for themselves, and there will 
be no need for me to comment upon them, I saw these men at the Police 
Station in Leith on the day previous to their embarkation on a ship that 
sailed from Leith Harbour for Danzig on Thursday last. 

1. The first case was that of a boy of nearly twenty years of age. He 
originated from Mlava, near Warsaw, and had been serving in the Russian 
Army since the age of fifteen. He and three brothers of his fought in the 
Tsar's Army against the Germans, he was wounded in the head, and was a 
. jong time in hospitalin Poland. His three brothers were killed. When 
he recovered he rejoined the Russian Army, and was made prisoner by 
the Germans. Unable to stand any longer the life of a German prisoner, 
he succeeded at the time of the armistice, in the company of another 
Jewish prisoner, in crossing the German border and escaping to Holland. 
In Holland these two boys were unable to maintain themselves, so they 
boarded a British ship and sailed as stowaways for England. In 


England they thought they would be free 
fought against England's enemies). 
(Monmouthshire). On landing they were promptly arrested and sent to 
prison. In despair, one of the boys, I am told, committed suicide. The 
other one (his name is Breslar) was kept in prison for several months.

Sin.—The Jews owe a debd of gratitude to Mr. Lionel de Rothschild 
for the frank support he lent in the House of Commons of behalf on our 
poor brethren. I wish all the British Jews would continue to follow his 
example. If British Jews continue to hold aloof from the-foreign Jews, 
and to use the frequent expressions one hears (as “our foreign 
Yehudim ”), then how ean they expect the position of the poor alien Jew to 
improve in the eyes of the non-Jew ? ; 

The term “Alien” is a harsh one, and it is too transparent; it is 
invariably meant for the Jew. When one deals with Frenchmen, China- 
men, Japs, or Americans, they are always referred to as Frenchmen and 
so on, seldom aliens. It is about time that the Jews gave open expression, 
without fear to their feelings against the injustice meted out to them, the 
so-called aliens who are weak and down-trodden. It isto England, the 
mother of Jastice, that the weak nations look for support. Let England 
set the example to all other nations, as she always has done in the past, 
and the Almighty will crown her with continued success, 

In dealing with the Aliens Bill a blind policy is being pursued. Sir E. 
Wild (Upton, C.U.) moved in the House that 25 per cent. of aliens only 
should be employed. It would go to show the short-sighted policy which 
is mingled with prejudice against the Jew. 

With the free imports now prevailing, aliens could do work in other 
countries, and deliver the goods in this country. Is it not better for the 
alien to produce the goods in England? He pays the taxes and helps to 
consume the material of English product. If by chance the imports or, 
open door should create nou-employment inthis country, the blame, through 
prejudice, will fall to the lot of the poor Jew. After all, if a manufacturer. 
in this country has to vely on, say, one thousand customers to take his 
output, and the foreign manufacturer, with the open door, supplies these 
thousand customers with their goods, where is he (the British mannu- 
facturer) to sell his goods’ ‘This must therefore create unemployment 
eventually. 

England has nobly shown the world her sacrifices for the cause of 
civilisation and the rights of small and weak nations, that bumanity and 
civilisation must be protected, and that a human being, irrespective of 
accident or birth, must have the right to exist.

Sin,—The spectacle of the almost simultaneous outburst of anti- 
Seniitism in the Llouse of Commons and at the Deputies of British Jews is 
depressing. Inthe latter assembly, Mr. Anthony de Rothschild carned dis- 
tinction, or rather notoriety, by his remarks “that they were the Deputies of 
British Jews, and were they thoroughly and completely to identify them- 
selves with every alien who wanted to come in?” and further, ‘‘ We are 
not aliens now.” The fallacy of both these assertions is obvious, but it is 
not my intention to labour the point. Parenthetically, let me condemn 
the creation of a precedent in utilising the Board of Deputies as a medium 
for the diffusion of the propaganda of the League of British Jews. 

I protest vehemently against the practice of electing Jews to high 
communal office merely because they bear their fathers’ names. The 
election of a “ Rothschild” gud“ Rothschild” is pernicious. The system 
of paying homage and reverence .to the non-distinguished sons of dis- 
tinguished Jewish gentlemen, is, I fear, peculiarly Jewish. 

I must speeifically except the present Lord Rothschild, to whose zeal 
for, and identification with, Jewish interests we all gratefully pay tribute. 
He, | am sure, would be the first to resent any suggestion that his election 
to the many communal offices he adorns depended only on the fact that 
he is a son of his father. Merit, loyalty to Judaism, and the welfare of 
the Community as a whole, should be the dominant factors influencing 
election to communal office. 

We are suffering from a plague of patronymics. As in all cases of 
plague drastic measures are necessary, and these measures should be the 


ruthless exclusion from honourable communal positions of Jewish anti-

FUTURE OF SYRIA AND PALESTINE. 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


On Wednesday evening, in the House of Commons, Mr. Bonar 
LAW, answering Major Glyn (Clackmannan and Eastern, ©.U.), who 
asked the Prime Minister if any statement could now be made in 
regard to the policy of the Government concerning the future 
fovernment and administration in Syria and Palestine. and 
whether the Government still adhered to the policy indicated to the 
King of the Hedjaz andthe Zionist organisation when the Arabsrevolted 
against the Turks and agreed to co-operate with the Allies. said: 
No final statement in regard to the future government and adnftis- 
tration of Syria and Palestine can now be made. The settlement of 
the future of these territories rests with the Peace Conferenec, which 
has not so far been able to consider the question of peace with 
Turkey, because the United States of America have not as vet detined 
their attitude in regard to the responsibilities they may be prepared 
bo undertake. So far as Syria is concerned, the British Government 
announced to the Peate Conference last March that in no cireum. 
stance would Great Britain be mrepared to undertake o mandate for 
Syria. Owing to the delay in the conclasion of the Turkish peace, 
miready mentioned, we arc making arrangements with the French 
trovermmnent and the Emir Feisul for the immediate withdrawal of 
British troops from Syria and for the assumption of the duties of 
eccupation by the French and the Arabs. pending the conclusion 
of the Turkislapeace. I should like further to add that, if the Peace 
Conference grants to Great Britain a mandate for any of the terri- 
tories of the ex-Turkish Enrpire, it is the intention of Hts Majesty's 
Government to introduce forms of administration which will give 
every encouragement to the growth and developmentof local govern. 
mente and institutions. 


DECLARATION DAY, 

Next Bunday wHl be the second anniversary of the tssuc by the 
British Government of their dectaration in favour of the establishinent in 
Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish People. To celebrate the 
event, Zionist. demonstrations will be held all over the country. In 
Landon a demonstration on a large seale has been organised by the 
Enelish Zionist Federation. It will take place at the London Opera 
House, Kingsway, at three in the afternoon. Lord Rothschild will pre- 
side. The speakers will be the Right Hon. Herbert Samuel, Mr. N. 
Sokolow (who will come from Paris to address the demonstration), Mr. 
Joseph Cowen, and Mr. A. Goldstein, the leader of the Young Zionists 
in Russia, 


The Zionist Organisation in London has decided that a Work! Con- 
gress shall be heid at Basle (the venue of most of the previous Coneresses) 
in January next, This will be he first Congress since 1915. 


PALESTINE: SOME PERSONAL IMPRESSIONS, 


ADDRESS BY DR. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN., 
SPEECH BY MR. HERBERT SAMUEL 

On Sunday last, in the Vestry Room of the New West End Syna 
gogue, before a meeting of the West End Literary Seciety, Dr. Redcliffe 
N. Salaman lectured on “ Impressions of Palestine During the War.” Mr- 
Flkan N. Adler, M.A., presided over a large audience. 

Mr. ADLER said that it was his pleasant duty to announce that Dr. 
Redcliffe Salaman was going to give them his traveller's tales. He did 
not think Dr. Salaman required an introduction. He was a member ofa 
charming family and he (Mr. Adler) was glad to see many of that family 
there. ly. Salaman had the advantage of being the husband of a poet 
Whose works were well-known. But he himself had become known for 
his work on Mendelism. Dr, Salaman, by his labours in that direction, 
had shown his love for humanity. By his work in Palestine. he had 
shown his love for Judaism and the Jewish cause. 

' Dr. REDCLIFFE N. SALAMAN said that the impressions with which he 
was going to trouble them were those which he gathered whilst acting as 
Medical Officer to the “Judeans.” It was not his intention that afternoon to 
talk very mach about the Jewish Regiment, because he wanted to concen. 
trate his attention and theirs, if he could, on the question of Paicstine, 
and especially the new aspects of Palestine, which had resulted from 
the new settlement there in recent years. He wished to give an 
impartial estimate of what he had seen. They must remember how much 
depended upon the report of spies. So to-day one traveller eould give 
them a picture of Palestine, and another might give a totaiiy different 
one. For instance, they might be told that one-tenth of the land was 
etiltivated, whereas that particular part was very hostile to cultivation. 
They might hear that the Judean Hills were barren, whereas the land 
wis inhabited by a great majority of our people; that the city of 
Jerusalem was a sordid stronghold of fanaticism: that Palestinc was 
a tand of desolation and failure. He would tell them a very different 
story, in which the plains would be made to say: “Plant trees upon 
us”; and the Jordan Valley, with its mosquitoes, would cry ont for 
a clearing ofits swamps. It must, however, be remembered that just as 
of old it took forty years of preparation te convert a servile rabble intoan 
independent people, so to-day they must not expect a too rapid develop- 
ment of the land, Dr. Salaman said his first impression of Palestine was 
gained when, as one of the representatives of the 2nd Battalion of the 
“ Judeans ” then in Egypt, he proceeded to Jerusalem to attend the 
towundation ceremony of. the Jewish University, the site of which was on 
Mount Scopus. They might perhaps think him an enthusiast, but they 
could accept witheut denrur the fact that never in the history of the 
world had a university been built on a site so beantifal and so full of 
associations. Surely in that they had an omen for a hopeful 

| » om feont was the great Temple area on which the mosque 
of Offier now stood. On the right lay the Jorddn Valley, of which 


no weeds Wis eould the beanty. The fading sunset in 
the west, lighting up the Hills of Moab, was full of mystery aa 
it was of grandeur. On the left the cye coukt reach to the edge of | 
the Judean plateau. Never before had he been able to stand on a spot, and 
both sce and feel geography. He could see Palestine from Mount Scopue 
just as if he had a map before him. The city sat enthroned on the hill 
majestic in its isolation. People wonld talk of its flies, and chilfltes with 
diseased eyes and so on. “Tdsten to none of tf" exdlaimed Dr. 
Falaman. “Jerusalem is royal, as it sits on its mountain top!” Deep 
down in the depth of the tavine lay that sea of salt, so unearthly that one 
turned away as if it unreal. The cereinony of laying the foundation 
stones of the Urniversivy was itself fall of interest, the stones being Inid 
by the Zionist Comunission, the women of the city, the labourers fromthe 
fields, the representative of Baron de Rothschild, and finally, by wa 
little Jewish boys and girls. In regard to the children. he noted that the 
characteristte of the settlers was that the childrén Were looked upon as 
playing a definite part in the idea of the Jewish State. No gathering 
would be congidered kasher withort their presence. Onee he tel& ne 
sirprise when some of onr people donbted the ability of -our 
persecuted brethren to rebuild a Jewish State. But let t rose 
donbters see, as he had now seen, the Jewish children of the colonies, 
and they would doubt no longer. These children were better. fod and 
nourished than any other children of the world. (Hear, hear.) sul, 
of coutse, there were some ef the colonists who were very poor, and 
it was not surprising that some ten theusend died of starvation during 
the war. The American Zionist Medieal Unit and the Hadassah had 
done splendid work among the sick since General Allenby s-eccupation. 
In Jerusalem the Jews were in a majority and the Christians wore the 
least in number, But the Christians had numberless churches and 
imstitutions, While the Jews had nothing, practétally speaking, until the 
Zionists.came. He personally eould sec no better wry in which to 
rebuild the Jewish State than by helping the University. The baiises in 
the city were tarve, and those he visited mostly comfortable. Near the 
station was a former German colony, and there the honses etfuck him 
as being very well bailt. There was ah-ontetanding genius about 
Jerusalem, because it was ever new. They would have gathered that 
the appearanee of the city from without left onc with an Hmpression 
which found a ready echo in one’s being. But the wailing wall nearly 
made hit weey, notin mty but in shame. The spot to whielAbraham 
journeyed with Tsaae stirred him to emotion. he passed the shrine 
of Rabbi Meir the boafman mnttered: “May the Rabbi us a cood 
wind!” (Laughter) Dr. Salaman said he thmight he was the tirst 
Jew to witness a service in the Mosque; bata Jcwess, Mrs. Norman 
Bentwich, had preceded him the day. before. In many. places in 
Palestine, said Dr. Salaman,. Baron de Rothschild had done a. grcat deal 
for Jewish settlement andl daring the last two or -three ycars 
his son James had worked with untiring zeal with the sarnic aim. 
The internal government of the colonies was simple and cfificient. It con 
sisted of a Committee, whose Chairman acted as a sort of Mayat. anc 
they had an institution of Shomerim or mounted police. A recalcitrant 
eoionist would find himself without water, his ehildften excluded from 
school, and his entire family without doctor or chemist. In regard to 
religious observance, therc was absolute freedom, as thre wholo qrastion 
was simplified. No-one worked, smoked, or lighted a fire on the Sabbath. 
All the meat was hasher, and if a man: wanted to eat bacon he had te go 
to Cairo for it. He felt perfectly sure that the Jewish settlers in Palestine 
would never ill-treat their neighbours, nor wish for the removal ef the 
Arabs. The tight for the Hebrew tonguc had been a brave onc, and 
parcnuts could speak only Yiddish bachlearnt Hebrow so thatthey might 
teach their children. (Hear, hear.) There was in Palestine what he would 
like to see here, a society in which rich and poor, loarned and ignorant, 
were on an Cquality, and they had abolished snobbery. Something like 
twenty thousand to thirty thousand troops were scattcred tn Rishon, 
where wine flowed dike water, bat where there was not a single case of 


drunkenness. (Applause.) Por six months one eould be sure of tinintor- 
rupted sunshine in Palestine. But it was in the winter that Valeostine 
Was pre-eminent as @ health resort. The final tmpression which Dr. 
Salaman carricd away with him was that in Palestine a new Jewry was 


being built up, one that was healthy in mind and strong in spirit. It 
could not fail in time to make its mark on the world’s future. (Cheers.) 

The Rt. Hon. HERBERT SAMUEL, called upon by Mr. Adler to propose a 
vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that thé topic ¢tlotied to hitn was one 
with whichit was casy todeal. De, Salaman had given them an interesting 
lecture on an interesting country. lic (Mr. Samuel) had. not. had the 
privilege of visiting Palestine, but during the last three or four yours he 
had read so much about it and had had the opportunity of speaking te so 
many people who had lived there, that he almost felt he had been to Paics- 
tine. The lecture Dr. Salaman had given them was full of vivid informa- 
tion and of the poetry which the Chairman led them to believe was nob 
confined in that family to his wife. A distinguished chemist once said: 
“In chemical research, unless you are very careful, you will find what 
you are*‘looking for.” (Laughter.) Dr. Salaman had given thenpadescrip- 
tion which had impressed the hearer as being impartial. He thad not 
hesitated to paint the dark and diffeult aspects of the develojnnent of 
the country, but he (Mr. Samuel) was eonvineed that Jowish cnéerprise, 
Jewish intelleet, Jewish money, and Jewish men conld make Palestine a 
courttry which would be 4 model to the world, and it Was ohly they who 
could do it. (Cheers.) [lt was only Jews who would fcel the call. 
BH was only Jews who would have the enthusiasm to carry them 
through the inevitable difficulties that sprang from the climate and 
the desolation of a great part of the eountry. Throughowt the 
world the spirit of Palestine called to the Jews, and in astern 
Europe there were tens of thousands with their loins girded ready to ge 
to the country. The danger was that it would attraet.teo many and that 
too soon. The problem of limiting the immigration Was one of those 
which the powers that be would have to selve in the fntare development 
of the country. He asked them to join with him in expressing a hearty 
vote of thanks to Dr. Salaman. (Loud cheers.) 

The motion having been seconded by Mrs. H. lrweta., whw lived for 
some time in Palestine, and passed with acclamation, 

Dr. S4LAMAN vesponded. He urged those present not to be, cis- 
heartened by the long waiting for the final answer of the Peace Con! :r- 
ence, and agreed with Mr. Samuel that it was only the Jew who ¢. ‘id 
rebuild the Jewish State. (Applause.)

THE NATIONAL LIBRARY IN JERUSALEM. 


Dr. Heinrich Loewe, of the Berlin University Library, has been 
appointed by the Zionist Organisation in London to be Chief Librarian of 
the National Library in Jerusalem. It will be his Guty to prepare and 
arrange the Library for the Hebrew University in that City. Dr. Loewe 
will leave for Palestine shortly. 


ITALY AND PALESTINE. 

Catholic papers in Italy are carrying on propaganda for an Italian 
Protectorate for Palestine, and have published a report that the Peace 
Conference had decided to grant Italy the Protectorate of all the Holy 
Places. On October 13th, Cardinal Guistini, the Papal Delegate, left Ltaly 
for Palestine on board a critiser flying the Royal Ensign, which is hoisted 
in the case of Princes of the blood, as a tribute to this Prince of the 
Church, as well as the Italian tricolour. In Italian diplomatic circles the

indicating a rapprochement between the Vatican and the Quirinal, at 
least in matters of Eastern policy. The primary object of Cardinal 
Guistini’s visit to the Holy Land is to claim for Ltaly the custody of the 
shrines of Christendom, by virtue of the ancient right of the House of 
Roman Catholics in .italy

NO JEWISH CRIMINALS IN PALESTINE. 


The absence of criminality among Jews was a feature of Palestine 
under the Turkish régime. It is, therefore, of interest to note that the 
good name of the Jews as law-abiding citizens is maintained. The 
criminal records for the four months March-June of this year, just 
published in the Official Gazette of Occupied Enemy Territory Adminis- 
tration (South), reports sentences passed pon forty three pPcrsons, notone 
of whom is a Jew although the territory of O.B.T.A. covers all the Jewish 
centres. 


PERSIAN JEWS AND PALESTINE. 

The Zionist Commission in Palestine, which recently received a icttee 
from the Jewish Community of Kashan in Versia, €xpressing joy at the 
Balfour Declaration crncérning a Jewish Palestine, has now receiveda 
letter from the Jewish community of Kermanshah. Thiscommunication, 
which invokes blessings upon the Zionist leaders, states that the Jews of 
Kermanshah are living in unhappy conditions and asks fo: weekly 
message concerning Jewish progress in Palestine.

Sikn,—In your isswe of August 29th, there isa paragraph on page 10 
under the heading of “ Judeans arrested in Palestine,” which is tiabic to 
give rise to misunderstanding. It is stated that the Zionist «ommission 
to Palestine has inspired the local anthocvities tolprevent the rescase of any 
Judeans from the army. | 

The Zionist Commission bo Palestine has use its best endeavonrs to 
secure the demobilisation of the men who came to Palestine from Canada 
and the United States, at as early a date as possible. 

_ itis common knowledge that the question of detmolbilisation did not 
rest with the local military authorities, but was dealb with by the War 
Oflice. 

In actual fact, these men are being demobilised now before their 
British Jewish comrades of the same battalions wh» enlisted at an earlier 
diate than the “Americans.” 

Those parts of the paragraph that are matters of opinion I will not 
deal with. 

I must confess. that the complaint of unfriendly trcatment by the 
Jewish colonists seems, so far as the Commission can jridee, an amfair 
charge.

The New Hebrew Newspaper. 


The Ha-Olom, that exccllent Hebrew weekly. whose existemce was 
doomed immediately after the outbreak of war, has at last made its 
reappearance under the auspices of the Central Ziouist Organisation. The 
fact itself is of great literary significance. [t heralds the revival of 
Hebrew literary activity. For, althongh the Hebrew organ of the Zionist 
Organisation, the //a-Glom was never confined exclusively to. Zionist 
interests, but always maintained a high literary standard. ‘Judging 
from the tirst number, that standard will be retained. But special interest 
is attached to the renewal of its publication, in that it appears in London. 
This marks, indeed, a new epoch in the history of Anglo-Jewry which has 
hitherto been a most barren country so -far-as Jewish literature in 
general, and Hebrew literature in particular, is concerned. A Hebrew 
weekly, like the Ha-Olom, should its publication in London be permanent, 
cannot fail to have consiuerabie intluence on Jewish life in this country, 
and must needs tend to the development of the Hebrew language here. 

The first number, the publication of which was delayed owing to the 
High Festivals, contains a number of articles on varied subjects. The 
editor, Mr. A. idelson, formerly editor of the Russian Jewish weekly, 
Rassvict, of Petrograd, contributes an editorial; in the course of which 
he gives a brilliant survey of. present Jewish conditions. With his 
characteristic msight he examines the critical changes in Jewish: ont- 
look and Jewish thought within recent y cars. 

Dr. Schmarya Levin contributes an article on the present period of 
transition of Zionism preceding the materialisation of its aims, and brings 
to bear his remarkable analytical powers. Dr. Coralnjk has aw article on 
Nordau in his best literary vein. Mr. A. Goldstein déals with the work 
of the Jewish Delegation Committee in Paris, and Mr. Grossman with 
the Zewish problem inthe Ukraine. Anadmirable poem by Mr. 5. Pinsky, 
and the beginning of a Jewish story add to the variety of the 
fumber;-.it also contains an appreciation of the work of Dr. Jacobson 
on behalf of Zionism, and gives a record of Jewish news of the week, 
which includes the interview with the Emir Vlaisal, that appeared in 
the JEWisit CHRONICLE, and is reprinted in full.

ADDRESS By Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 

On Wednesday, at the Moeatta Library, University College, Dr. 
Isvac! Abrahams addressed the London University Jewish Students’ 
Union on “ The League of British Jews.” Mr. MAuRicre L. PERLZWEIG, 
B.A., presided. 

Dr. ABRAHAMS spoke of the growth of political nationalism all over 
the world, the internationalisation of religion, and the presence within 
one and the same State of various religions. Only thirty years before the 
obtained equal rights in England, the Roman Catholics here 
obtained similar rights. The existence within the same State of 
various relitions bedies. compelicd the Statc to realise that State 
and Religion could not possibly identified. The emancipation 
of the Jews in England was based upon the view that the Roman 
Catholic or Jew could be as citizen as a Protestant. 
The great work of redemption of the Jews in persecuted States was done

by emancipated Jews. The insertion of the wonderfnl clauses 
in the Peace Treaty regarding the Jews in Poland was the work’ 
of emancipated Jews, and in this case Zionists had worked with 


Zionists. The League of British Jews contended, that the cmanci- 
pation of the Jews was the only true solution of the Jewish question. 
Nothing that they could do in Palestine could affect the fact that the 
vreater part of the Jews must live in other countries, as immigration to 
Palestine could not possibly keep pace with the increase of the population 
of Jews in the world. The victory won at.the Peace Conference for the 
Polish Jews was based on the principle the Leaguc maintains—that the 
Jewsdo not constitute a separate political nationality. During the war there 
were no political relations between Enclish and German Jews. U outside 
Palestine Jewsclaimed free and equal citizenship, then inside Palestine their 
Judaism must be no bar to free and equal citizenship. The Arabs being 


in the majority in Palestine, they could not be governed by the 
Jews, In other countries: Jews and Christians governed together. 
Palestine must be a State in whieh the Government was not in 
the hands of any particular race or geligion, but in the hands 


of the people, who should govern, not ¢ ach other, but, together, the whole 
State. Lord Reading and the Secretary of State for India were officiais 
not of a Christian State but of a British State. It was not Dr. Weizmann 
who was doing the damage now, but a man like Mr. Joseph Cowen, who 
said that “as Enulish as England is, so Jewish must Palestine be.” 
England was English only in a political sense, and Mr. Cowen had nsed 


terms which were not commensurate. No modern State could be 
governed by any religious or racial group, whether a majority or 


minority, but by a whole group of citizens, irrespective of race or creed, 
Dr. Abrahams referred to the lady who asked him 4 question at a recent 
meeting. He did not know if he really understood her question, and 
was told by an organ of the Jewish Press—the World—that 
he had avoided a discussion on Zionism: _As a matter'of fact, at the time 
he was speaking only of the relative values of Liberal and Conservative 
Judaism. He was told. by the paper referred to that the lady wanted to 
know what she was ethnologically. He wondered what a Jew was ethno- 
logically. There were some black Jewsin Bombay who were a fine Jewish 
community, but not of Semitic race. What were they ethnologically? He 
thought they were possibly the result of an Indian race which had been con- 
verted to Judaism. He was not a believer in the purity of the Jewish raee. 
The League wanted to keep the Jews free from petty quarrels between 
nations. They would like to see Palestine in British hands, governed so 
that the Jews would be able to live a free life there as in other British 
countries. They did not need a Jewish Government—they would be 
better off without it. He had read with horror in the papers, with regard 
to the proposals for the resettiement in the Near East, the four interests 
coneerned designated as “ English, Freneh, Arab, Zionist.” The League 
of British Jews stood to declare that they would not allow themselves to 
be placed in such a division. They certainly recognised the claim of 
Palestine, not only asa hallowed memory, but also as a very noble hope, 
buat Jews could be fully equal political citizens of Palestine, just as they 
were fully equal political citizens of ENgiand. 

An animated discussion followed, and on the motion of the Chairman 
thanks were accorded to Dr. Abrahams.

From the Rey. J. F, STERN, Synagogue House, Stepney, E. 1.

Sirn,— On the Eighth Day of Tabernacles I devoted my Sermon at the 
Kast London Synagogue to an appeal on behalf of the Stepney Jewish 
Schools which, in addition to training 760 children in the tenets and 
duties of our Faith, have Decome a centre of religious and social effort 
among the adult population of the district. I addressed myself especially 
to those members of my congregation who had passed through the Schools , 
and urged them to mark their personal indebtedness to their old School 
by subscribing an annual contribution to the funds necessary. both for the 
maintenance of the high standard of religions education given to the 
present pupils, and for the continuance of the “public spirited pohey 
of the Committee in granting the gratuitous use of the school bnild- 
ings for any approved communal purpose. 

A number of old Stepney scholars have responded to the cell I made 
to them. I am conscious, however, that a very Much larger number of 
former pupils of the Schools, especially those who have prospered in thei: 
aareers, are no longer resident in East London and aro.beyond the reach 
df any appéal made through the pulpit of the local Bynagogue. May I be 
permitted to avail myself of your columns to urge the claim of their 
Schools upon all these old Stepney boys and girls. There must be many 
hundreds of former scholars resident in the Metropolis alone who, I 
feel sure, will readily grasp the opportunity of giving expression to 
their affection for their alma mater by adding their names to its list of 
annual stibscribers. Contributions will be thankfully received by me 
at the address at the head of this letter.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION, 


The joint distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Gates of Hope 
School and the Sephardic Congregational Association's Religion Classes 
was held on Sanday at the Conncil Schools, Commercial Street. Mr. 
JuDAH D. IsrRak., LL.D., presided, and Mrs. Israel distributed the awards. 


The proceedings opened with the singing by the choir of Baruch Haba and 
Adon Olam, under the direction of Mr. Ereira. Mr. Hadida was the accompanist. 

Mr. PAUL GOopMAN read the report of the Rev. 8. J. Roco, which statedé@hat 
general progress had been made in spite of the falling off in the attendance, due 
to the fact that many of the parents of the pupils had removed from the district. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he had received a letter from Haham Dr. Gaster 
stating that owing to oa long-standing engagement in Manchester he was pre- 
ninety pupils, and there were forty on the roll of the Congregationai Classes. 
The joint distribution was particularly appropriate, for the work of the one 
supplemented that of the other. They worked hand in hand. If religious. 
education was to be of any value it must be taught separately from secular 
subjects. The Classes were fortunate in having an excellent staff, chief of whom 
was their dear friend, the Rev. 8.J. Roeco, He (the Chairman) expressed the 
hope that the pupils would attend regularly at the Bevis Marks Synagogue, for 
it was a great factor in the lives of the children to join in the singing, thus 
helping to uphold their ancient traditions. He concluded by. addressing the 
children. 

Mr. JAMES CASTELILO moved a vote of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Isrnel. 

Mr. D. A. ROMALN, in seconding the motion, outlined the history of the 
Shaare Tikvah Schools, which in its earlhest days were most successful. He 
revretted that at the present time the schools had almost ceased to exist. 
He complained of the absolute lack of tnterest displayed by the members of the 
congregation in the religions instruction of their children. He disagreed with 
the remarks of the Chairman that religious education should be taught separately. 
In his (Mr, Romain’s) opinith, both religious and secular education should go 
side by side. Inthe East End the converstonist movement was very active, and 
serious econseqnences might ariee if the congregation failed to do its daty. He 
nrged upon the Elders and the Mahamas to instil into the children a love and 
veneration for their synagogue, to provide the necessary fands for their main- 
tenancr arn to take a deep aud abiding interest in the ir W elfare. 

The motion was carned unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN briefly replied. 

Mr. BE. L. Moecarra moved a vote of thanks to the teaching staff. 
mended tue work of the Rev: 
teachers. 

In seeondine the vote, Mr. CHARLES E. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE said“that Mr. 
toco had been therr guide and philosopher for very many years He (Mr. 
Montefiore) reminded Mr. Romain that the Sepharitic Community had not gone 
to sleep on the enbject of religious instruction. There would shortly bea powerful 
appeal before the Community for the Great Communal Scheme. He hoped thie 
Sephardic Community would not hold aloof from their Ashkenazte brethren, but 
co-operate in that most important scheme. 

The Rev. S. J. Rocco said that the teachers of both inetitutions were most 
energetic in their endeavours on behalf of the children. 

The proceedings ended with the singmg of Halleluyah and the National 
Anthem. 

The annual report of the Congregational Schools states in part :— 

‘The classes which are heid on Saturday and Sanday at the L.C.C.-Schools, 
Smith Street, Stepney, have suffered very consilerably during the period of war, 
the attendances having greatiy falien off owing to the fact of the parents of many 
of our pupils having removed from the vicinity to far and outlying districts. 
Every endeavour was made to bring back some of the pupile. Whilst deeply 
indebted to those ladies and gentlemen who had so generousiy given to the 
Association their financial support, it deplored the fact that so large a number of 
well-known names were absent from the list, for the reason that no annual 
reports had been circulated during the last few years. The Committee trust that 
with the adventof nommal conditions the Congregation will centribute generously 
to its funds as heretofore, and thus help the Committee to ease the many difti- 
culties it has to encounter in carrying on its very desirable work, in educating 
the younger generation in the tenets of their ancient faith. The Committee 
record their deep gratitude and appreciation to the Mahamad and Eiders for their 
very generous contribution of £-5 per annum from the funds of the Synagouwue, 
without which the sacred work carried on at the classes would have ceased 
long ago.

MANCHESTER. 
JEWS' SCHOOLS. 
FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 
The fiftieth anniversary of the location of the school in the present 
buildings at Derby Street, Cheetham, was celebrated by the Manchester 
Community on Sunday afternoon by a service in the Great Synagogue, 
which was followed by a reception. For the first time in the history of 
the Old Congregation the choir of the “Reform” Synagogue participated 
in the service, and all who had the privilege of being present were 
delighted at the charming manner in which they rendered some Psalms 
accompanied by the tones of the organ. Afternoon service was read by 
the Rey. H. Newman, and was followed by a Special Prayer by Rabbi 
Dr. B. Salomon. Haham Dr. Gaster delivered a sermon, in the course 
of which he emphasised the importance of every one making sacrifices for 
the cause of education and dwelt upon the necessity of contributing 
Substantially to the maintenance of the Jews' Schools. People, he said, 
must realise the importance of schools in Jewish life and in the com. 
munity; it was gratifying, however, to find that Jews set an example to 
others in their desire to promote education. lt must be a source of joy that 
day to the venerable cx-Headmaster, Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A., who had 
given over forty years of his life to watch the training and progress of the 
young, and also to the Headmistress who attended to her pupils with love 
and care, to see how the work of their hands had prospered. He carnestly 
hoped the blessings of the Almighty would be bestowed on the School for 
its success in the future. | 
A large gathering assembled in the new Hall of the Synagogue, and, 
refreshments having been partaken of, Mr. HAROLD BEHRENS (President of 
the School), who presided, extended a welcome to those who had attended 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary. It was interesting to recall the fact 
that the school was founded by his grandfather in 1838, when there were 
only 138 pupils (to-day the number wasabout 1,590), and there was noinfants’ 
school. Afterwards money was collected, and in 1859 the building in 
Derby Street was erected. Jewry had a right to be proud of what had 
been achieved. The Managers were, however, not satisfied with the 
buildings to-day; they were overcrowded, the playground was not an idea! 
one, and several improvements suggested themselves. One of the inain 
objects of that celebration was to collect funds to carry out some important 
work, as well as to improve the religious teaching, so as to make the 
scholars worthy representatives of the race to which they belonged, as 
well as worthy citizens of Manchester. Tho minimum sum required was 
between £1,500 and £2,000. 
Rabbi Dr. B. SALOMON said no nation had laid such stress on the valve 
of mental discipline and intellectual training as the Jews. Their noble

history was a record of the struggle of the spirit of the teacher and tho 
sage against the hordes of materalism. The teacher had always been the 
representative of the Jewish people, in contradistinction to the robber 
knight of the western nations. To-day he was afraid they, too, hai 
succumbed to the blight of commercialism, but the tradition was still 
there, and no people could show, even to-day, such a record of the love for 
learning as was evidenced in the educational history of the Jews. Fore. 
most among the Manchester Jewish institutions stood the Jews' School, 
with which he was prond to have been connected for more than thirty 
years. It had produced numerous scholars of eminence in all walks of 
life ; but in his opinion, its chief value had been in the forming of charac- 
ter. The men and women who had presided over its destinies—-and of 
whom he need only mention Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A., Miss Raphael, 
Miss Lemon, and Mr. Sunderland —had turned out a veneration of 
scholars, who to-day formed the backbone of the Community. If. as bord 
Beaconstield told us, “the youth of a nation are the trastecs of posterity,” 
what a debt was owing to those who trained those guardians of the foture! 
it was the bounden duty of every man who had not only the material, 
but also the spiritual, welfare of Auglo-Jewry at heart, ccenerously to 
support an institution that stood second to none in furnishing reeruite for 
that great army of Israel which had, throughont countless ages, upheld 
the banner of righteousness and charity amid a world steeped in creeity 
and superstition, and which had ever battled for the glorious prin ipl of 


universal love against the barbarian &rmies of batred and intolerance 


And thus Ict them continue to conduct (Heir schools, so that thoy micht 
bring up characters, reverential, worshiptul, noble, useful. Let them 
labour in the spirit of what a great pedagogue so cloquently. taught: “If 
we work upon marble if will perish; if we work upon brass, time will 
efface it; if we rear temples, they will erumble into dust: but if we work 
upon immortal minds, if we imbue them with principles, with tho ‘just 
fear of God and love of our {cllow-imen, we engrave on those tablet« some- 
thing which will brighten to all Eternity!” 

Haham Dr. GASTER said that the phrase “be fraitful and multiply” 
he would now interpret to mean be fruitiul in your gifts and muptiply 
your donations, otherwise there would be no biessing. Some people 
unfortunately did not understand what cducation meant: many attached 
the highest importance to their children being musically proficient, for 
example. -Education in this country was very indifferent; it fell far 
short of what it should be. If they had to compete, not commercialiy. but 
Spiritually, with other countries, cortain things mus? be scraped. Evety 
year brought new methods, and mach that was now crammed into the 
minds of children must be put away altogether. From an educational 
point of view, the knowledge of Hebrew treat value. Classical 
education. was of nought compared with Hebrew ; the latter was ef a 
different spirit. Ia acquiring a knowlodge of Hebrew, one gaincd 2 keon 
perception of matters that was otherwise lacking. The children of parents 
who neglected the study of Hebrew, lost their koen perception and san 
to quite an ordinary level, as compared with students of Ilcbrew. ‘ihe 
moral was plain.and simple; if people wished to cnsure their children’s 
future, they must plank down their moncy. (Laughter). He had much 
pleasure in supporting the appeal of the Chairman for the Jews’ School, 

The Rev. JACOB PHILLIPS said that a Jewish Sinister was nevcor sa 
much at home as when he was advocating education. The Jews’ Sciioci 
had done splendid work, the Government reports were very satisfactory.

Mr. Behrens paki a warm tribute to the teaching staff for their 
exeellent services, mentioning Miss Lemon, the Headmistress of the 
Infant School, who entered on her duties in 1883, and had made the Infant 
School the best of its kind in this country. Miss Raphael, the Head- 
mistress of the Girls’ School came there in 1887 and had brought it to a 
splendid state of proficiency. Mr. Cohen had only been in his present 
position three years but already there had been many improvements. 
As to Mr. Ephraim Harris, what, he asked, would the School have been 
hit for his splendid efforts. (Cheers.) 

Mr. EPHRAIM HARRIS, M.A., in supporting the presentation to Mr. 
sunderland, said that nobody conld have had a more zealous or con- 
sclentious colleague. If thére were any fault in him it was too much 
veal, but he had proved that his methods showed him a most snecessful 
teacher. He had done his work well, and exercised a powerful influence 
lor good on the character of his pupils. As regards the School he felt 
that he could not have done so well if he had not been seconded in his 
offorts by able teachers and also by the management in their wisdom of 
atlowing a man to carry on in his own way. 

Mr. A. SUNDERLAND expressed his cordial thanks for the presentation. 
Hie had worked till he was told by the Government to retire. 

Mr. JAMES BAUER préposed a vote of thanks to the authorities of the 
ll Hebrew Congregation for placing the synagegue and their new hall at 
the disposal of the school management, and also to the choir for their 
vained services.

POLISH JEWS DISTRESS FUND. *- 
A public meeting was held at Houldsworth Hall, 
Monday night. 

Mr. NATHAN LasklI, J.P., who: presided, said they had assembled to 
welcome Rabbi Perhmutter, a man of seventy-six years, a great Rabbi, in 
fact there was no exaggeration in calling him “a grand old man.” Was 
it not a tragedy of their race that a man of that age should have to leave 
his own country to make a pilgrimage to far distant lands in order to 
appeal for assistance for his suffering brethren? Should they send him 
away empty-handed? No! TheJeéws of Manchester would dotheir utmost 
to soe that the Rabbi went away quite satisfied with the response to his 
appeal, 

Rabbi PERLMUTTER (who had an enthusiastic reception), speaking in 
Yiddish. deyacted the sufferings of Jews abroad, mentioning that hundreds 
of poopie were compelled to go without food for as tong as ten days ata 
time. In the name of thoussnds of his suffering brethren he earnestly 
appealed for support. 

Haham Dr, M. GASTER said that Rabbi Perlmuttor had just spoken of 
the troubles of the Jewish people politically, but there was also the 
dangers that beset them spiritually. It was necessary to supply the 
means by which the spiritual hfe of our people’ was fally maintained, as 
it appeared to be in danger of succumbing. If they allowed the moral 
life to be sapped they would more readily fall-vietims to the dangers to 
which they were exposed. They well knew the Divine purpose which 
showed that po power conld really blot ont the Jewish race so long as 
they took care that the lampof religion, the light of spiritual existence was 
never extinguished. It was, therefore, absolutely necessary to give every 
sapport to the appeal of Rabbis who were truly the spiritual comforters of 
the people. Rabbi Perlmutter was one of those who were fighting the 
bittle of his people, and it would therefore be readily understood how 
im>ortant it was for him to be able publicly to declare that m distant 
co wntries that he visited he found not strangers but brothers. People 
h d no idea of the wave of persecution that Was spreading far and_ 
wije not only in Russia, but in other countries. Anti-Semitism of the” 
dirsst type Was rampant and was not by any means suppressed in, the 
public Press of Europe... It showed clearly how Jews were exposed to the 
terrors of unspeakable crnelty. He felt it was absolutely necessary for 
him to raise the note of alarm and of warning, and to bring these things 
to light publicly. What would happen when the Allied Forces were with- 
drawn from abroad he shuddered to think; at present there was. some 
means of protection. He came there to give utterance to these thoughts 
in the hope that English Jewry would take fair warning. It was hoped that 
Jews would find sufficient strength to survive what might be calledterrible 
times. Therefore they must be fully prepared to make sacrifices of all kinds. 
Le* them learn well their duty, carry it out manfully and liberally, and 
pe haps they might achieve a certain amount of success in securing the 
safety and happiness of their coreligionists, It was no use peopletalkin,

of emigration.. To-day no emigration was possible, even the gates of 
Palestine were at present closed, and no one knew when they would be 
opened. People were buoyed up with hopes, but their hopes would not 
be realised jist now. Dr. Gaster concluded by appealing for a liberaland 
generous response to alleviate the sufferings of Jews in Poland and 
Russia. 

The CHATRMAN mentioned that at the same time that the Government 
were sending Sir Stuart Samuel to investigate the pogroms in Poland it 
was an anomaly that it was also engaged in passing an Aliens Bill that 
he thought was disgraceful. It was pandering to the masses in this 
country. “The country that had been fighting for freedom for all was now 
shutting its gates on strangers. It insisted on Poland signing a treaty 
which gave freedom to the minority. 

A first list of subscriptions was. read, headed by substantial sums 
from some of the synagogues, and amounted to about £600. Subsequently 

a collection was made, stewards canvassed vigorously all present, and at 
the conclusion of the proceedings the total had reached over £1,200 in 
cash and promised contributions. 

Rabbi YOFFERY moved: 

That a committee be formed, composed of the representatives of all 
Manchester Svnagogues, Institutions, and Friendly Societies. for the purpose 
of establishing a permanent committee to deal with the alleviation of the 
distress existing among the Jews of Poland and Russia. 

Rabbi Yoffey. who spoke in Yiddish, made a strong appeal for help tox our 
Polish brethren who were drowning in a sea of misery and distress. 

Mr. B. VeRBY. of London, seconded the motion. He called the 
attention of the meeting to the high prices of food and clothing abroad. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI, in supporting the motion, asked why it was 
that though he was born in England, trained and cducated in this country, 
had imbibed everything English, there was no doubt his sympathies 
were more with his brethren here and abroad than with. people in 
England. The answer was to be seen in the speech of his father-in-law 
(Dr. Gaster) on his right. and in that of the vencrable Rabbi Perlmutter 
on his left. Jhere was the great bond of association that united Jew and 
Jew whatever part of the world each came from. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN urged that all present should persuade thelr friends 
and others to give as liberally as possible, and also to send parcels of 
clothing to Zion Hall. 

Mr. JEROME JACOBS proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers. He 
felt. he said, that Manchester was lacking in not having an organisation 
to deal with appeals, etc. They needed a properly organised Comittee 
to raise money weekly or monthly. 

Mr. S. ASCHKENASY. who secondod the motion. said it was the 
bounden duty of each mrman and woman to give as gencrousty as poéssibie. 

The Chairman here displayed a penci! sketch of Rabbi, Perlmutter, 
remarkably well drawn by Emanuel Levy (who is only eighteen vears 
of age!, which he put up for anction for the benefit of the fund. After 
several bids the sketch was “knocked down” to Mr. Henry Cohen 
(Treasurer of the Polish Fund) for thirtcen guineas. 

Dr. GASTER and Rabbi PERLMUTTER having acknowledged the vote, 
Mr. H. A. NATHAN moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Laski for presiding, and 
for soably representing the suf Manchester on various occasions. 

Mr. LAsK! briefly expressed his-acknowledgments.

lf asked Mr. Rosenthal for a few particulars as to the Adler season. 

“You must speak to Mr. Adler about that,” he said, “but there is 
one thing [ should like to mention. Steadily the whole conception of 
the Yiddish stage has been raised to a higher level here. The old 
atmosphere, both in front and behind the curtain, has gone. The 
productions are more finished, more artistic, and the audiences more 
intelligent, and, I am proud to say, given to a much better decorum than 
‘once upon atime.’ Indeed, West End visitors have expressed themselves 
surprised. They have heard of the old days and aforetime customs, they 
have expected to see them, but have found instead perfoct order, quict: 
ness, and rapt attention.’’ 

Mr. Adler endorsed this statement with obvious pleasure. White 
haired, benign of manner, he looks upon the Yiddish stage from a patri- 
archal standpoint. He is the “grand old man” of the Jewish drama, 
and he was poignantly reminded of this on his arrival. He wasin hopes 
of seeing once again the colleague of his days in Russia, over thirty 
years ago, Spivakovsky, who was associated with Goldfaden in estab- 
lishing the Yiddish Theatre. But Spivakovsky passed away in poverty 
an hour or two before Adler's arriyal. Mr. Adler and Mr. Rosenthal bore 
the funeral expenses and are arranging a benefit on behalf of the widow 
and four children. 

“I am delighted with the audiences,” said Mr. Adler. “They are 
a vast improvement on what used to be in the old, old days here. heir 
enthusiastic welcome to me has been most touching.” 

Mr. Adler's art, with its nuances, its finesse, its delicate shades of 
facial play, is of an intimate character recalling the French style of 
acting, and demanding close arid silent attention. This is accorded, for 
your Yiddish playgoer is a critic of no mean order. So far, Mr: Adier 
has given the old favourites, principally the plays of Jacob Gordin, who 
paved the way to a more intellectual Jewish drama than that which 
originally held sway, but we are to have the moderns, too.
